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LINGG PLEADING INSANITY 


OJTHERS ASKING FOR WRITS 
OF HABEAS CORPUS. 
EFFORTS TO SAVE THE DOOMED AN- 

ARCHISTS IN THE CHICAGO COURTS 
AND BEFORE GOV. OGELSBY. 

CuicaGo, Nov. 9.—In the county court 

this morning, while an ordinary case was on 


trial, Attorney Vere 8S. Hunt suddenly ap- 
peared and exclaimed in a loud voice: “If 


your Honor piease,I have a petition hereto |

complied with, and the desire of counsel to have | 


the case heard at once added. Mr. Hunt also 
mentioned that he had such a short time to pre- 
pare the petition that he had not notified the 
State Attorney, but would do soif required by 
the Court. Then he read his petition, which 
was signed by Drs. James G. Kiernan and Ran- 
thucko, and was as follows: 


“The petition of James G. Kiernan would respect- 
fully represent that he believes Louis Lingg, 4 
resident of Oook County, is insane, and thatit would 
be for his benefit and for the satety of the community 
That he should be confined in a State hospitai for the 
insane. ‘The facts in his case can be proven by James 
G. Kiernan, M. D.,a reguiar practicing phrsician, 
and by George kK. Detweiler, Ferdinand Spies, ida 
Spies, Henry Spies. Chris Spex, Mrs. Kuttlemann, 
Gustav Poch, Louis Zetter, Mr. Linuemeyer, and 
Mr. Benttin, all of whom are resitents of 
this county, and that the said Louis Lingg 
has no property or effects. Wherefore your 
peutioner prays that a warrant be issued 
tor said Lonis Lingg, and that a venue may be issued 
ior ajury of six good and iawful men to determine 
the truth of the allegations in the foregoing penne 
contained, and also that a subpoena be issued for the 
Witnesses named, returnable at such time as may be 
fixed by your honvrable court, and thet said Louis 
pings be declared an insave person after due hear- 

ng aod proof, andthathe be comuiitted to a state 
hospital for the insane. 

Judge Prendergast said the State’s Attorney 
must be present when argument on the petition 
Was made, and the case came before him again 
jaterintheday. Mr. Grinnell. for the State, in- 
Sisted that the County Court had no juris- 


diction, the proper court being the Criminal, that 
having tried nud sentenced the Anarchists. 

Judge Prendergast sustained Mr. Grinnell’s 
View to the extent of declaring thatin his judg- 
‘ment the criminal court was the one to which 
such an application should be made, and thither 
Lawyer Hunt and Dr. Kiernan went. Judge 
Baker had gone home, but the application will 
be nade to him eariy to-morrow morning. It is 
not expected that it will be granted. 

“If Judge Baker refuses to do anything,” 
said Mr. Hunt to-night, “we will go before 
Judge Preudergast to-morrow and ask for au in- 
junction again-t the Sheriff to stay the execu- 
tion until the condition of Lingg’s mind can be 
inquired into and determined.” 

“What is your reasou fur thinking Lingg in- 
sane?” 

**In Ireland I had much innacy practice, and 
know the peculiarities of men having unsound 
minds. This man Lingg is a ‘crank’ on poli- 
tics. I have seen wany such cases 1D 
Rome, Paris, aud in spain. They were 
men who got so badly vorked upon seme pub- 
jie question that their minds became warped, 
and they wanted to destroy all oposition. st 
s0 with Lings, He is crazy on the labor ques- 
tion, and wants to kill everyone who does not 
agree With him.” 

“How do youexpect to 
erazy ?”’ 

“ft will have a large number of medical ex- 
perts and wiil take the testimony of Lis intimate 
friends, [tis probable that I will put his six 
jail companions On the Witness stand also. Ido 
not doubt my ability to prove a case.” 

Dr. Kiernan has gained some notoriety in this 
line before. He was one of tbe experts for the 
defense in the Guiteau case, and at that time 
testified that the slayer of President Garfield 
Was insane. He was at one time connected with 
the insane asyluin at Jefferson, in this county, 
and claims to have had much experience with 
iusane people. 

“Docior, what is the matter with Lingg?”’ 
asked a reporter to-night. 

* His isa case of paranoia. Paranoia means 
@ peenliar condition of an impaired mind—a 
mouumAvia On any question like religion or pol- 
itics. One who has it never changes for the 
better or worse, but the disease is incurable. 
Lings was born that way. Neither education nor 
the reading of any revolutionary writings would 
acvount for his ease or make any change in his 
mind. Parsonsisinsane. He is a proud South- 
ron who iwarried a negress, aud because society 
Will not receive her he wants to destroy all so- 
ciety. He has brooded over that so iong that his 
mind is unsettied.” 

More sensationalthan the attempt to have 
Lingg Jeclared insane is the effort which will be 
tuade to-morrow to get Spies, Parsons, and fiel- 
den out of jail on a writ of lLabeas corpus 
Moses Solomon, junior counsel for the 
Anarchists, is engineering this schme. 
His petition fora writ is based upon a point 
already raised and considered of no importance. 
It is that the condemned men were not in 
court when the Supreme Court at Ottawa, on 
Sept. 14, affirmed the sentence of the Trial 
Court, aud the original day of execution having 
passed while the case was pending in the Su- 
preme Court, tixed another day on which the 
wwen should hang. This, Lawyer Solomvun holds, 
Was a sentence, and tie law requiring that 
ihe condeinned should hg in court when sen- 
tence Was pronounced, was, therefore, legal. 
Mr. Solomon will make application tor a writ 
to-morrow worning. 

“Wecan’t let you in any more,” was Clerk 
Price’s tirm reply to Nina Van Zandt’s appealing 
look at the door of the county jail this morning. 

* On! please,” came back in the most pitiful 
one subdued tone. “I'll let you search me, 
anpdi—’ 

The woman’s look and voice of heartbreaking 
agony Was too much even for the experienced 
ofticer, sud he cut short the painful interview 
by returning to his desk, and the proxy 
wife of the chief Anarchist turned and walked 
across the jail yard with bowed head, heeding 
neither the rain nor the curious scrutiny of the 
reporters and pelicemen, who watched her 
frow all the available windows. 

The day was a most miserable one, in jail or 
out,and asall the friends of the condemned 
Anarchists, except Nina, went to Springtield 
with the Amnesty Committee the caliers were 
very few. The moruing mealran the gamut of 
beeisteak, fish, exus, and iried potatoes, with 
eotiee for ail. Every possible precaution 1s taken 
hoW against any possibility of smuggling any- 
thing to the prisoners. The weals are unpacked 
frow baskets in the presence of the guards, and 

he dishes containing the viands carried by one 
Waiter to each cell. There they are poked 
through the small aperture below the barred 
door, and the prisoners in turn raise them to 
their tables and spread the meal in order. 

When the hour for exercise came the men 
were again reminded of the nearness of death 
by other changes in their routine. Not one of 
them was allowed to leave his ell, and all except 
Engel putin the greater part of the forenoon 
reading papers. During the afternoon a dis- 
patch was received at the jail for Parsons. It 
was dated at Springfield, sigued W. P. Black, and 
read: 

“Sign immediately petition I have prepared for 
you, and get Engel aud Fischertosign. Everything 
May depend on this. Your fate and that of others 
and the public may depend ou this. For God's sake 
sign, aud wire me.” 

Parsons’s reply immediately after reading it 
Was that he thought it was a fraud. Fischer, 
too, heid the same opinion. while Engel returned 
the old reply: “{f they’li sign I will.” Parsons, 
who of ali his companions has constantly 
Youintuined the most cueerful demeanor, grew a 
little restiess late in the afternoon, probably 
hoping for news from Springtield, and he hailed 
a reporter who was standivg outside the cage. 

“i haven’t talked to you for quite a while,” 
be remarked, pieasantly. “I won't have much 
longer to talk, will I—Friday?’ he continued, 
with an accent which indicated that the thought 
Wus truubling him more than he would admit. 

The Rev. H. W. Bolten, of the Firat Methodist 
Church, who has called on the Anarchists sev- 
eral times, spent some time with them to-day. 
Coming down after a long tal with Fielden, 
Schwab, and Spies, he declined to be interviewed 
further than 19 say that at this time, as at 
all others, he had inet with @ polite and cour- 
teous reception. He did not think the state of 
mind or prospects of repentance in either of the 
prisoners exactly a fit subject for public dis- 
Cussivn. 

Fathers N. J. Mooney and M. J. Fitzsimmons, 
o? the Hely Name Cathedral, also dropped in for 
ciew minutes. They had beard Scawab had 
been baptised in the Catholic faith, and 
their eall was made to vive the condemned men 
an opportunity of seeing a Catholic priestit they 
wished to. They sent word up to Schwab, but 
he refused to even eay what his religion was. 
Lingg was tried, but he would have nothing tu 
do with them. 

Miss Van Zandt called at the Amnesty head- 
quarters iate this afiernoon. To a member of 
the association she confided the fact that Spies 
had written a ietter to Gov. Ozlesby, in which he 
offered to sacritice his own life upon the condi- 
tion that Parsons might be spared. From 
Nina’s story Spies feeis keenly the situation in 
Which he is placed, und seems to think that in 
some way lie bas compromised Parsons’s chances 
by signing a petition that the latter reiused to 
have anything to do with. ‘ 

* He had no business to write any stich letter,’ 
sobved Nina, as she told the story. “Why 
sLould he want to diet I heard that he was 
going to do something of the kind and sent 
Word to him begging him not to do it,” and the 
disconsolate and well nigh broken-hearted girl 
sobbed atresli wt the thouckt that her pleadings 
had so little eifees upon the chief Anarchist.

have been holding meetings in the Lake View 
Turner Hall every Friday and Wednesday 
evenings for some time was rudely nipped 
in the bud yesterday by the _ police. 
For some time the hall has been under suspicion, 
andit was with a view to discovering what 
the 36 men who met there twice a week had on 
thelr minds that an officer from the Central 
Station was concealed in the room last Friday 
night. He heard a plot which rewarded him for 
his trouble. The group resolved to arm 
iis members, and collected $30 on the 
spot for the purchase of revolvers. Fred Korst, 
a member of the group, whois a gunsmith, was 
given the money, with instructions to get 12 re- 
volvers. Korst was to purchase the weapous 
and deliver them to Emil Wende, another mem- 
ber of the group, who was to distribute them to 
the unarmed members. 

Korat was shadowed, and went to a 
cutlery house where he found that the de- 
sired weapons cost $8 each. So he 
bought four and went to a saloon, where 
he met Wende and told him to collect the money 
jroin meinbers of the group to whoin he de- 
livered the weapons and turn it over to him 
and he would buy more. 

In the meantime the dealer had reported the 
matter to Lient. Steele. but precautions had 
already been taken, and the two men were ur- 
rested and booked at the armory for conspiracy, 
Korst was alxo charged with carrying con- 
cealed weapons, This morning the case was 
ealied before Justice Lyon, and the prisoners 
claimed that the weapons were bought to be 
taken home for the protection of their wives. 
A portion of the real story was told, and the 
case was continued until Nov. 16. 

A genuine steam-pipe bomb, about 2 inches 
in diameter and 7 inches long was found by 
Letier Carrier W. F. Gressag on the back 
porch of Mr. Campbell’s house at 11 
Clarkson Court to-day. It was capped, 
primed, and plugged, with fuse attached. It 
was iound to contuin serew tops, scraps, 
nud = filings of iron, and was charged 
with dyuamite, which exploded when 
a small quantity was tested. 
reason is known why Mr. Cawpbell’s life and 
property should be thrextened with destruction. 
In an editorial to-day the i rbeiler Zeitung says: 

*Whoever willshow Friday that he regards the 
stranzling ef our comrades asa murder, as an atro- 
cious murder, commitied by robbers against the de- 
fenders of their rigiits, can do as did the chiidren 
of Israel, according to the Bible story, when 
the destroying angei went through Egypt. They 
can withdraw and give evidence of their feelings 
with signs of mourning on the doors of their houses. 
Let every man stay at home Friday. He who is 
uot obliged to work, let him not go to his toil. Let 
this great City compete in gloomy s lence the shame- 
less work which its rulers have laid out. May it be 
80 Quiet thuteveu the authorities may find no ex- 
cuse ior further violence toward the masses,”’ 

SPRINGFIELD, I11., Nov. 9.—A large crowd 
met at the station this morning to see the Chi- 
ecaxo delegation Which came to intercede with 
Gov. Oglesby in bebalf of the condemned An- 
archists. The delegation went to the head- 
quarters of the labor delegation. Mr. Buchanan, 
who madé¢ an estimate of the petitions sent in 
from all paris of the country, says there are 11 
mules of names bexging for ciemency. 

The delegation of labor people from New-York 
included J. E. Quiun, Samuel Goupers, L. J. 
Ferrell, and Edward King. Itis claimed that 
they alone have a petition with 100,000 names 
attuched. 

When the different committees filed into the 
Governor's reception room there were nearly 
100 persous present. Capt. Black read his ad- 
dress to the Governor. He first read the general 
petition, which bad been signed by the men 
themselves, and presented an attidavit from 
Otis 8 Favor, a business man of Chicago, tend- 
ing to show that the jury which tried the 
Anarchists had been deliberately packed ugainst 
them by a bailiff. After reading the petition and 
affidavit, Capt. Black made un eloquent and 
touching appeal for mercy that brought tears to 
the eyes of many of his auditors. 

Gen. Trumbull followed in an earnest plea 
for merey for the Anarchists, and then Mra, 
Cora Richmond appealed for clemency for the 
sake of pubiie policy. The Hon Elijah M. 
Haines, ex-Speaker of the Legislature, argued 
against capital punishment, avd also urged the 
Governor tv prevent the execution as a matter 
of juatice. Senator Streeter read the petition of 
the Senators, which asks for a reprieve of 30 
days, and uiade a few remarks. 

At 11 o’clock a recess was taken until 2 o’elock, 
when William Urban, representing the Central 
Lavor Union of Chicago, and Samuel Gomwpers, 
President of the Central Trades Umon of New- 
York, and of the Federated Trades of the United 
States and Canada, pleated tor the Anarchists. 

Nothing could be gleaned of the Guveruor’s 
intention. 

San Francisco, Nov. 9.—The following 
telegram Was seut to Gov.

LONDON, Nov. 9.—A petition to the Gov- 
ernor of ILilinois in behalf of the condemned 
Auarchists is receiving wany signatures ip Lou- 
don. Amoug the persous who have signed are 
the Rev. Stopford Brooke, Oscar Wilde, Step- 
niak, the novelist; Walter Besant, Walter Craue, 
Maddox Brown, Dr. Aveling, and Mrs. Besant. 
Ata jJargely attended meeting of city Radical- 
Liberals this evening it was resolved to send a 
cable dispatch to the Governor of Illinois re- 
questing him to exercise clemency in the An- 
archists’ cases. The cundemned men were 
spoken of as the noblest champions of iabor of 
modern times. Henry George was strongly 
condewned fur his pusillanimity in the matter. 


CONGRATULATIONS IN ORDER. 


THE PRESIDENT AND THE RESULT OF 
THE ELECTIONS, 

WasHINGTON, Nov. 9.—The President to- 
day received many calls of congratulation on 
the result of the election in New-York State. 
Senator Voorhees, of Indiana, who was one of 
the earliest callers, threw overboard the last 
vestige of his opposition to the President’s non- 
Partisan civil service theortes, and emphati- 
cally declared in the Presidential ante- 
room, and afterward at his club, that the 
result was glorious and meant the coutinued 
ascenudaucy of the Democracy for perhaps the 
next 25 or 50 years. He added that it also 
meant tho unanimous renomination of Grover 
Cleveland and his re-election. The Senator 
from Indiana was closely followed by both 
Senators from Missouri—Cockrell and Vest. 


Senator Vest has heretofore been outspoken in 
his opposition to the President’s civil service 
views, and once or twice on the floor of the 
Senate last session placed himself on record on 
that subject with characteristic force and in- 
cisiveness. Next came Senator Call, of Florida, 
who also has been somewhat emphatic in con- 
demnation of the “civil service foolishness,” 
but nut more 80 than Sevator Pugh, of Alabama, 
who entered at the same time and joined in the 
congratulations andin theexpression of tne belief 
that the President's renowination and re-election 
were now sure. Representative Crain, of Texas, 
who has been stuu:ping his State on the auti- 
local option ticket, and who aspires to be Cbhatr- 
mau ofthe Committee on Labor in the next 
House, was the only prominent caller from the 
House of Representatives side. The President 
received ali his visitors with bis accustomed 
self-possession and tact, and none of them re- 
ceivedany indication from him of any change in 
his views orin the line of action to which most 
of his congratulatory visitors had heretofore 
been hostile. 
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RECIPROCITY WiTH CANADA, 

Toronto, Ontario, Nov. 9.—The resolu- 
tions of the Inter-Provincial Conference, recent- 
ly held at Quebec, were issued by the Hon. 
Oliver Mowat, Premier of Ontario, for the first 
time to-day. As the five principal proviuces of 
the Dominion were represented at the confer- 
ence, and as it was the first § con- 
ference of the kind held in Canada since 
confederation in 1860, the resolutions were 
looked upon as very important. They recom- 
mnend that the Federal veto power be limited, 
and that it should be exereised only as the im- 
perial veto is used in relation to Dominion acts. 
They recommend that Senators should be nom- 
inated by the Provincial Legislatures, and 
should not sit for life. The resolutious formulate 


a plan fur the rearrangement of the financial 
basis of union under which, above certain 
liunits, the sulsidies to the provinces would 
be payable according to pupulation§ deter- 
inined by the last census. ‘The resolutions 
favor providiug facilities for the settlements of 
disputes between the central and local Govern- 
ments, condemn the disaliowance of the Mani- 
toba Railway acts by the Dominion Govern- 
ment, and incluae the following reference to 
reciprocity with the United States: 


That, having reference to the agitation of the sub- 
ject of the trade relations between the Dominion and 
the United States, this inter-provincial conference, 
consisting of representatives of ali political parties, 
desires lo record its opinion that unrestricted re- 
ciprocity Would Ue of advantage to all the provinces 
or the Dominion; that this couference and 
the people it represents cherish fervent 
loyalty to her Majesty the Queen, and 
warm attachment to British connection, and 
that this couference is of opinion that a fair meas- 
ure, providing under proper conditions tor unre- 
stricted reciprocal trade relations between the Do- 
Minion and the United States wonld not lessen these 
sentiments on the part of our people, and on the con- 
trary may even serve to increase them, and would at 
the same time, in connection with an adjustment of 
the fishery were, tend to happily settle grave dif- 
ficulties which have from tine to time arisen be 
tween the mother couniry and the United siaivs.

| SALISBURY SURE OF PEACE 


1H“ PRIME MINISTER AT 1HE 
LORD MAYOR'S BANQUET. 

ENGLAND’S FOREIGN RELATIGNS ARE 
TRANQUIL AND THE EMPIRE MUST 
BE MAINTAINED. 


LonponN, Nov. 9,—The Lord Mayor’s pro- 
cession to-day was of the tamest description. 
There was a heavy rainfall, and the threatened 
demonstration of roughs did not take place. 

Lord Salisbury, in a speech at the Lord Mayor's 
banquet at the Guildhall to-night, referred to 
the growing pacific aspect of foreigu affairs. 
He said that the agreement with Russia regard- 
ing the Afghan frontier, which had been ac- 
cepted by the Ameer, removed the danger to 
It had also 
the good fortune of the Govern- 
ment to make an arrangement with France 
concerning the New-Hebrides difficulty, and 
to come to an understanding in regard to 
sume vexed questions alfecting the Suez 
Canal. He announced that Ayoub Khan had 
surrendered to the [Indian Government. He ad- 
mitted that politicai uneasiness existed in 
Europe, fut said that he kuew of nothing that 
would justify alarm. In view of the competition 
ja forming great armaments it was idle to sup- 
pose that peace would be forever maintained, 
but every present ruler, monarch, President, or 
Minister earnestly desired peace. 

The feature of the banqwet was the enthusi- 
astic reception given to Mr. Balfour, the Chief 


Secretary for Ireland. Lord Salisbury did not 
iss the opportunity Which this gave him. Cir- 
cubistanees ab the present time, he sald, guve 
additional empbasis to the vindication of the 
law. ‘Tue reception accorded to Mr. Baltour 
showed bis hearers’ sense of his conduct 
in fvllowing those principles of govern- 
went which regulate the existence of 
society. {Cheers.}] Mr. Balfour’s coileagzues had 
long recognized tiat Keen wit, solid understand- 
ing, and tirw courage [cries of * Hear! hear!’’] 
which insisted on the law being obeyed, while 
those who ought to know better taught tbat the 
luw should be disrezamled. [Cheers.; The serv- 
ices reudered the Siate by its civil officers were 
het covered by the glamour of the battletield, 
yet the dangeis of civil strife might be no less 
real. What ought to be said, then, of any mem- 
ber of the State who spoke in terms 
of abuse and insolent iuvective of tbe 
honest and earnest servicea rendered by 
w& Civil minister? It was vain to spend night aud 
dav iv making laws; it Was vain to occupy the 
highest minds of the State in the rerorm of 
abuses, if, when a law had been made as the de- 
li: erate view of the uation, it was nut acknow!l- 
edged as a principle of constitutional govern- 
went anda law to be obeyed, ([Cheers.j He 
had good hope of adjusting the difficulty with 
America upun the ancient fishery dispute. The 
task had been undertakeu With great patriotisin 
by one of the most emiueut stutesmen of the 
day—([Cheers]—a statesman who went to work 
with the almost unanimous good-will of his 
countrymen, Who trusted (hat the resuit might 
be to prevent differences from arising again. 

Referring to Ireland, Lord Saisvury said they 
Were often told that there would be no legisla 
tive activity until home rule bad bern granted, 
But he could assure them that there would be 
no falling off in activity on the part of those who 
were upholding the intexrity of the empire. Lt 
Was the task of the Government to matuiain law 
end order in Ireland. The new powera of the 
Government had been in existence only a few 
iienths, yet there was aiready a wuaarked iw- 
provement in the condition of ihe country, The 
iuW Was In the steudy course of successful opera- 
tion. The Government were convinced that 
they had the supportof the people in restoring 
to Ireland the blessings of peace, freedom, and 
prosperity, arising from the recognition of the 
principles of order. [Cheers,] 

Mr. Balfour toasted the retiring Lord Mayor. 

Mr. William Henry Smith responded to a toust 
to the House of Commons. He confined his re- 
marks to the subject of the obstruction of busi- 
hessin Parijiament. New rules of proceedure 
Were beces@sary, he said, in order to expedite 
business. He apologized for the absence of the 
Speaker of the House, who, be said, was still 
suiferiug from the fatigues of tue session. 

Mr. De Keyser, the new Lord Muyor, in pro- 
posing **The Municipal Insttiutions of the Con- 
linent.” read a congratulatory telegrain froin the 
King of the Belgiaus.. M. Buis, the Burgomaster 
of Brussels, responded to the toast. Numerous 
other toasts foliowed. 

Although rain was falling, a large crowd as- 
sembled to witness the departure of the guests. 
Lord Salisbury was leudiy cheered upon leaving 
the ball. =

THE CROWN PRINCE’S DANGER. 

San Remo, Nov. 9.—Prince William and 
Drs. Schmidt, Schroeter, and Krause have ar- 
rived here. On Tuesday an inflammatory swell- 
ing suddenly appeared on tie surface of the 
Crown Prince’s larynx. The swelling was not 
dangerous, but it prevented an examination of 
the growth below the vocalchords. Everything 
was tried to reduce the inflammation, but the 


tissues continued to swell during tbe night. 
This worniug, however, the swelling subsided, 
und in the afternoon Dis. Schroeter anu Krause 
exumined the throat and afterward had # con- 
suitation with. Dr. Mackenzie. All agreed that 
the symptoms were of the most serious char- 
acter. 

Ewperor William sent aletter by Prince Will- 
iam expressing bis earnest desire that if an 
operation be necessary it be perfurmed in Ber- 
lin, if possible. Prince William iudurses the 
Emperor's suggestion. In the meantime the 
Crown Prince continues to take long waiks and 
drives without appearing to suffer.

BERLIN, Nov. 9.—A bulletin telegraphed 
from San Remo to the Official Gazetie by an 
aide-de-camp ut the request of the Crown 
Princes, setting furth the condition of the 
Prince has awakened general sorrow 
and sympathy. It is feared the auxiety 
caused by the Crown Priuce’s iliness will 
retard the progress of the Emperor. 
The Empress is yreatly distressed over the 
condition of ber husband and soy. The news- 
papers unanimously ask that regular bulletins 
signed by the doctors be issued, in order to put 
an end to the confusing unofticial reports. 

King Humbert of Italy has telegraphed to San 
Rewo urgently inquiring for information about 
the Crown Prince’s condition. 


LONDON, Nov. 10.—The Standard’s corre- 
spondent at San Remo says that the consulta- 
tion in the Crown Prince’s case resulted in an 
agreement that the coudition of the Prince is not 
serious, and that there is no cause for vlurm, and 
that Dr. Mackenzie's treatment should ve con- 
tinued. All previous reports of the Prince’s 
condition have appurently come through Vienna. 
Nothing official Las as yet been received. 


SULLIVAN’S LONDON RECEPTION. 

Lonpon, Nov. 9.—John L. Sullivan made 
his first public appearance in London in St. 
James’s Hall to-night. Although the prices were 
doubled, the hall was crowded and an enthusi- 


astic reception was accorded to the famous pu- 
gilist. Suilivan was introduced tothe specia- 
turs by Jem Smith, the English champion. 
In a brief apeech he expressed his thanks 
fur the reception he bad met with, and 
said he hoped that Smith would beat 
Kilrain. Smith himself also made a few 
remarka, saying that he meant to beat 
Kilrain, and would then do his beat to beat Sul- 
livan. The American champion boxed with 
Ashton and three other leading pugilists, and 
althuugh he appeared to be slightly out of con- 
dition, his sinariness pleased the critics.

MORE THAN ONE-HALF THE NORTHWEST 


WHEAT IN FAKMERS’ HANDS. 

St. Paut, Minn., Nov. 9.,—From a com- 
pleted investigation of the wheat movement in 
the Northwest, it is found that approximately 
46 per cent. of the marketable crop of this year 
has already gone from the farm to the reilroad 
elevators, The estimates were obtained from 
every railroad station in Minuesota and Da- 
kota that ships wheat to any extent, and 
was figured for Nov. 1. The method followed 
has been to get the estimate from each statioa 
separately for the movement in that vicinity 
and average the whole. The different elevator 
companies operating lines of houses were cailed 
upon for such information as they were able to 
furnish. In making the eatimates as complete 
as possible three of the wheat-carrying roads 


were asked for their estimates of the 
per cent. out of the hand 8 °o 
farmers. The result was that 42 per cent. of th 
crop above bread aud seed haa then left the 
farnm. To bring the estimate duwn to date, 4 ver 
cent has been added, muking 1¢ new approxi- 
mately 46 per cent. of the whole move in tue 
tirst two munths of the crop year. 

The estimates on the wheat taken to ral!road 
stations and now in store to the account of 
farmers is about 10 per cent., or 90 per cent. of 
the whole moved has been sold, which would 
still leave farmers the owners of 58 per cent. of 
the marketabie crop. Itis very dititicult to sep- 
arate the estimates Of Minnesota and Dakota, 
but this has been attempted und results in the 
geueral estimate that approximately 30 per 
cent. of the Minnesota crop has moved and 58 
per cent. of that raised in Dakota, 

North of Grand Forks was probably the heavi- 
estaverxge yield of any large section, and that 
on the west side of the river all the way up to 
the north line of the Territory turned out on the 
averuge 2249 bushels per acre, and more thun 50 
per cent, of 10 is out of the Lands of larmers. On 
the east side of the river the crop is patechy— 
soiwwe heavy yieids an! many light. Forty-two 
estiipates from us many towns in the lower Jim 
River Valley, averaged, gave the yield as 1423 
bushels aud 45.5 per cent. marketed.

PRIOD TWO CENTS, 
WRECKED BY ITS OFFICERS: 


WHY JHE Si. LOUIS BANK 
WENT UNDER. 
A CROOKED CASHIER, SPECULATING 
PRESIDENT, AND DUPED AND I@- 
NORANT DIRECTORS. 


St. Louis, Nov. 9.—The sequel to the, 
suspension of the Fifth National Bank devel- 
oped to-day, and it is the stereotyped story— 
crooked Cashier, epeculating President, and 
duped and ignorant Directors. The corruption 
exposed to-day surpasses ail record of bank 
wrecking in St. Louis, and buried under the 
mass of rottenness are three or four names that 
have heretofore slood as moiels of honesty, pro- 
priety, and integrity—names that are familiar 
in the best society the city buasta, and are as 
prominent in politics as in business, 

H. A. Forman, the National Bank Examiner, 
has beeu Parl at work on the books of the bank 
siuee yesicriay. This morning he madea half 
dozen sensational discoveries that prompted 
him to take immediate action, and at 11 o'clock 
he swore out a warrant ebarging Charles C. 
Crecelius with frand and falsification of entries, 
Ten minutes later the Cashier was in custody, 
and he is still a prisoner in default of $50,000 
bond, The arrest was a genuine surprise to the 
Directors, and after the Cashier had been taken 
away by a Deputy Marshal. Mr. Forman called 
a meeting of the Board of Dirictors and said: 

*Genuemen, you have been duped and robbed. 
This bank has been insolvent for jour years,and 
av Conspiracy hus existed between outside parties 
and the President by which the bank tas been 
defrauded out of w very large sum of money. 
The Cashier has been making false entries for 
8iX months, and they are doneinsucha bungling 
Manner ihata novice could hardly be deceived, 
Ttuink you will tind that over $300,000 of the 
paper ip this bank is not worth 10 cents, and it 
is the result of the combination [ spoke of.” 

The Directors, three of Whom are among the 
heaviest business men in St. Louis, could hardly 
beheve the examiner was in earnest. When 
they realized the truth they were too dum 
founded to speak. 

Just at this moment, while the examiner wag 
Watching the effect of his disclosure, a messen- 
ger boy appeared with a note for one of toe Di- 
rectors. He opened it, and as he read the com: 
munication his palior increased. “ Gentlemen,”

“[ have examined a great many crooked 
banks in the last few years,” said Mr. Forwan, 
“but this institution is without a peer iu its 
peculiar line. It is honeycombed with rotten- 
ness, and the astonishing thing is tuat the Di- 
rectors have not discoveredit. This isthe story 
Iget from tbe books, and from an old attache 
In 1883, when the bank was reorganized, with 
a capital of $200,000, it started in business ag 
@ national bank, with $100,000, and amunrg the 
loaus wus $100,000 to the St. Louis Plan 
ing Milt Company, which proved to be 
« dead loss. The bank then took the 
planing mill plant, which was not worth more 
than $40,000, for the indebtedness. The Cashier 
was made a Director, and an interest was pur- 
chased in the Johbu Meyer Luimber Company. 
Good money was sent after bad, and $30,000 
subsequently put in the planing wili for which 
nothing Was taken but notes. Then $60,000 was 
loaned to the lumber company, and the bark 
has been carrying both concerns siuce at a great 
Joss, Three years ayo L. Norville, a cotton man, 
borrowed $40,000 trom the bank on bills of lad- 
jug, and subsequently secured possession of the 
bills of lading, the bank accepting his note, The 
bauk lost $30,000 on that deal and got posses- 
sion of sume of the cotton, 

* Not content with running a lumber yard and 
a planing mill, the President and Cashier re- 
solved torun #& wovlen mil. They bad loaned 
money to the Elliotsville mill at Danielsonville, 
Conn., and took charge of it by paying an addi- 
tional $40,000. They sent cotton ard wool to 
the mill and placed their man in charge of the 
plant. They loaned money to this mill uuder 
1s own name and two other tictitious names iz 
order to avoid the banking law, which prohibits 
the loaning of more than 10 percent. of the 
capital to one person or concern. The enter- 
prise proved disastrous, and the bank now holds 
hundreds of thousauds of doliurs’ worth of the 
mull paper. 

* Next, a man here in St. Loni? appears on the 
scene. His name is N. Goldsmith aud he is in 
the hide and wool business. He borrowed first 
$30,000 on warehouse receipis, then he seems 
tu have established a good credit and subse- 
quently he borrowed $70,000, and now he is in 
lw the extent of $140,000. The money was 
loaned to him under three names or aliases, and 
he has just turned over his bi 8 ness t tuis bank. 
i don’t Know what his stock will bring. 

“My evidence goes to show that the President 
and Cashier were at the head of all these out 
side enterprises, and that the bank bas been 
swamped by these outside concerns, into whit 
money Was poured without regurd to law or 
justice. For six months the Caskicr has becn 
faisifying the bank statement. Ip anticipation 
of a call from the Cuutroller he las systemati- 
cally decrease the notes and discounts from 
$100,000 to $200,000, and added it to the casi 
column, showing the bank wasin a fair condi- 
tion. They have not had acentin reserve for 
tive months, and there was only $2,600 in the 
bank when it closed.” 

Mr. Juseph Specht, a prominent merchant, 
who is a Director, said:'** The Directors knew 
nothing about this. I am out of the city 4 great 
deai and very busy with my own affairs. They 
put me inthe Directory, I think, because I was 
a busy man. The other Directurs were figure 
heads. Whenever I came in everything was pus 
out of the way. The statements made to the 
Directors vy the Casuier were false. In his last 
Statewent, on Oct. 5, he gave the overdrafts as 
$2,200, and we find now they were $53,000 
The tact of the matter is, the Fifth National 
Bank failed nearly five years ago. The Tenth 
Waid Bank wus really in a failing condition be 
ture the Fifth National Bank came into exist- 
ence. If I had known the state of affairs [ would 
have shown them up longago. They kuow this, 
and they kept them from me.” 

**Did Mr. Overstolz Kuow of the condition of 
the bank?’ 

**[ think that is what hascansed his sickness.” 

“Huve any steps been tuken to guard his 
house?’ 

**No; but Mr. Forman intimated to me this 
morning that if Mr. Overstolz Lad not been iu a 
dying condition something might have been 
done.” 

* Did you know about the Goidsmith loans?’ 

“The only paper of Goldsmith’s that I aaw 
wus the commercial paper, with the bills of lad- 
Ing attached. ‘This was all right.” 

Mr. Specht feeis very seriously his position. 
He was deceived by the misrepresentations and 
tulse sworn statements of those in Wuom ie had 
contidence. 

Cashier Creceliuts would say nothing, only that 
he couid have saved everything if be hud net 
been arrested. The capital of the bank was 
recently increased from $200,000 to $450,000, 
it 1s suld by experts that Gvuidsmith’s hides will 
not reaiize over $60,UUQ, teaving $60,000 loss 
tu the bank, 

Henry Overstolz, the stricken President, is an 
ex-Mayor of St. Lonis and is considered the 
local ** Napoleon of Finauce.”’ Mr. Crecelius is 
married to his niece, and both huve been very 
prowiuent in many enterprises. Of the Directors 
Joseph Specht, M. A. Wolff, G. A. Rubeimann, 
and Conrad Stautf are the only oves in the city. 
They claim to be in total ignurance of the crook- 
edness. All thatis now in the bank is a vacand 
money Gdrawer and a vault fliled with worthless 
paper. ‘The discovery has caused “reat excite- 
ment awong the depositors who hat their 
money ln the institution, Phere are ruiuors tov 
night that oue ortwe more tailures wil! fellov 
to-morrow.

facturers. ‘That Canada at present, with her re- 
sources imperfectly devloped, is notso rich as the 
United States, forms no reason for believing that 
the union with her would not be profitable. Scot 
land at the time of her union with England was a 
comparatively poor country, yet the union proved 
highly profitable to both parties. 

It is impossible to look at the map of this con- 
tinent without seeing that the exelusion of the Ca- 
nadian provinces, geographically identified with it 
as they severally are, from a commercial pale, isa 
struggle age‘nst nature and a renunciation of the 
benetits which she profiers to the continent as an 
economical whole, Each of the four blocks of Cana- 
dian territory—the maritime provinces, old Canada, 
comprising Ontario and Quebec, the newly-opered 
region of the Northwest, and British Columbia—is 
inseparably connected by commercial bonds with 
the States of the Union adjoining it to the South, 
while those States reciprocally have in them their 
natural complement and partner. 

By commercial union the fisheries question wonid 
be settled, and it is difficult to see how it can be set- 
tled satisfactorily and permanently in any other 
way. 

It is hoped also that a part of the arrangement 
would be such an extension of the extradition 
treaty as would relieve the continent from the in- 
centive furnished to commercial! dishonesty by the 
existence of an asylum for fugitives from justice on 
each side of the line. 

The movement in favor of commercial union among 
the Cavadian peovle has been perfectly spontaneous. 
Their thoughis having been turned by the fisheries 
dispute and some other circumstances to their com- 
mercial relations with their neighbors, the convic- 
tion that unrestricted reciprocity is their true in- 
terest has impressed itself upon their minds. and has 
been spreading rapidly without the.aid of organized 
agitation or wire pulling ofany kind. Outof30 Farm. 
ers’ Institutes in the province 28 havedeclared,andas 
aruie unanimously, in favor of commercial union, 1 
only being adverse and 1 being still in suspense, 
Our Commercial Union Club in this city has just 
been formed in response to repeated solicitations 
and to supply a manifest need. Those connected 
with the great natural industries of the country— 
the farmers, the miners, the lumber men, and the 
fishermen—seem to be almost unanimous in favor of 
the scheme. The commercial opposition appears te 
consist of those among our manufacturers who 
think they have reason to fear American competi- 
tion, the banks which have advanced them capital, 
and a certuin number of wholesate houses. The 
manufacturers, being better organized and more po- 
litical than those who are connected with the natur- 
al industries, the opposition appears more powerful 
than it really is, and the aspect is rendered yet more 
imposing by its concentration in the great cities. 
Both our leading journals advocate commercial 
union. That the boon of free trade with our own 
continent, if fairly offered to the Canadian peonle, 
would be accepted, there can I think, be no serious 
aoubt. 

The difficulty and the danger of miscarriage arise 
in this, asin similar cases, chiefly from the entangle- 
ment of a commercial question vitally affecting 
the material interests of the entire people with 
questions of party politics to which it has no re- 
lation, and with the struggles of political leavers 
for power and place. Were it possible to submit 
the subject divested of party influences to a con- 
vention composed of commercial representatives of 
each State of the Union and of each of the provinces 
of Canada, with instructions to frame a plan fer 
submission to the Legislatures, there would be 
more hope of a result in accordence with the real 
interests and wishes of commerceand industry on 
both sides of the line.

4& most astounded set of men were the poli- 
ticians. All their caleulations had miscarried. 
Democrats were surprised over their victory as 
the Republicans were over their defeat. The 
amazement with which the leaders of both par- 
ties received the figures from the police was 

; almost ludicrous. The great strength shown by 

George in all the heavy Kepublican wards was 
a complete surprise, equaled only by his com- 
parative weakness in some of the Demacratic 
strongholds. A study of the following table 
showing the vote for Secretary of State by 
wards presents sowe curious features. It shows 
that 117,163 votes were cast in the city, of 
which Grant obtained 45,280; Cook, 53,955; 
Geerge, 14.757, and Huntington, 2,163. Hall, 
the Progressive Labor candidate, got 985, and 
23 were put down as scattering. Compared 
with the vote for Governor in 1885 it will be 
seen that Grant ran hehind Davenport 180 
while Cook poiled 263 more than did Hill. Dur- 
ing the same period the Prohibition vote in- 
creased from 1,150 to 2,163, but that party’s 
vote of Tuesday was 233 less than the vote for 
Beecher for District Attorney one yearago. So 
that none of the loss to the Republicans can be 
ascribed to the Prohibition Party. 

There was every indication of a heavy Re- 
publican vote this year. The registration had 
surpassed all previous years, the Republican 
machine was in # good condition, and the efforts 
of the party leaders unusually great. Where. 
then, did the Republican strength. as indicated 
by the State ticket, go? The inevitable conclu- 
sion is that most of it swelled the vote for Henry 
George. This impression, whichis held by pol- 
iticians of both parties, is strengthened by an 
inspection of the vote for Aldermen at Large 
which in all probability represents the strict 
party strength. This shows that McKeen (Rep.) 
got 47,323, Cameron (Dem.) 52,554, and Bell 
(Labor) 12,251; Cameron’s plurality, 5,231. 
Evidently Col. Grant was cut tothe extent of 
nearly 3,500 votes, of which George took about 
2,500. 

What puzzles the politicans is to determine 
what proportion of the George vote is Repub- 
lican. The Democrats were jubilant during the 
early part of yesterday over the apparent fact 
that George had made enormous runsin heavy 
Republican wards like the Seventh, Fifteenth, 
Nineteenth, Twenty-first, Twenty-second, and 
Twenty-fifth. But later in the day they dis- 
covered that Democratise strongholds like the 
Eighth, Tenth, Fourteenth, Sixteenth, Seven- 
teenth, and HKighteenth had given George his 
greatest number of votes. In the Eighteenth, 
hewever, although the George vote reached 
1,028 the Democratic vote increased while the 
Repubtican fell of, 

With these figures in their possession, the 
Democrats, headed by Register Murtha, declared 
that the George vote was 60 per eent. Dem- 
ocratic and 40 per cent. Republican, At Repub- 
lican headquarters Chairman Willis had figured 
out that the Labor vote was 75 per cent. Dem- 
ocratic and 25 per cent. Republican. This result 
was reached by crediting George with several 
thousand Republican votes depleted from the 
State ticket by the action of “ Koss” Platt. Mr. 
Willis turned to the vote fer Mayor to'preve the 
strengih of his position and pointed te the fact 
that Clancy received only 11,573, which isiabout 
3,500 more than the porma! Demeeratic plural- 
ity in the city. With that assumption as a basis, 
he figured that the Democratic contribution to 
the Labor vote for Mayor was 8,000 and the 
Republican 3,573. He admits that these latter 
figures are much larger than he had been led to 
expect by the leaders of the Labor Party. 

At Labor headquarters Clancy and Webb, the 
candidates tor Mayor and Sherift respectively, 
were much perplexed over what they termea 
their small vote. They fully expected to poll 
20,000 ballots. The fermer thought that many 
Labor men had voted for Col. Baird, but he did 
not think that the 4,000 odd men who voted for 
George and not for him represented Labor votes. 
He put down 3,500 of them as Republicans who 
cut Col. Grant or who had been won over by 
George’s views. 

Republicans who failed to support Col. Baird 
could not force themselves to swallow “ Bill” 
Furey as Sheriff, and, in consequence, he was 
defeated by a plurality of 6,427. Some of this 
plurality was due to Furey’s personal unpopu- 
larity, but it is safe to say that he forced many 
thousands of his enemies to vote for him on the 
assuranes that they would be well cared for. 
Butit was not possible fur Democrats alone to 
| elect him, as it would have been impossible for 
Democrats alone to have elected Chapin. The 
labor vote for Sheriif slightly exceeded that for 
Mayor, so that apparently it was the refusal of 
about 5,000 Republicans and 1,500 Democrats 
who voted for Chapin to support Furey that 
+ elected Rhinehart. 

The candidacy of Furey, disastrous in itself, 
came very near dragging down the entire Dem- 
ocratic county ticket. Quiutard, the Democratic 
candidate for Supervisor at Large, was beaten 
in the city by Fitchie, his Republican opponent, 
by a plurality of 356, but the heavy Democratic 
votes in the four county towns wiped this out 
and elected Quintard by an estimated plurality 
of 675. The returns from the towns are still in- 
complete, and the exact resuit will not be known 
for several days. .

A PROCLAMATION, 


Whereas, A convention between the United State 
of America and the kingdom of the Hawaiian 
{islands for the purpose of definitely limiting the 
duration of the convention concerning commercial 
reciprocity concluded between the same high cou- 
tracting parties on the 30th day of January, 1876, 
was concluited ant signed by their respective Plenti- 

otentiaries at the city of Washingten on the 6th 

ay of December,in the year of our Lord 1884, 
which convention, as amended by the Senate of the 
United States ant being in the inglish language, is 
word for word as follows: . ; ¥ 

Supplementary convention tolimit the duration of 
the convention respecting commercial reciprocity 
between the United States of America and the Ha- 
waiian Kingdom concinded Jan. 40, 1875. 

Whereas, A convention was concluded between the 
United States of America and his Ma esty the King 
of the Hawaiian Islands on the soth day of Janu. 
ary, 1876, concerning commercial reciprocity, which, 
by the fifth article thereof, was to continue in foree 
for seven years from the date after it was to come 
into operation, and farther, until the expiration of 
12 months after either of the high contracting par- 
ties should give notice tothe other of its wish to 
terminate the same, and 

Whereas, The high contracting parties consider 
that the increase and consolidation of their mutual 
commercial interests would be better prohoted by 
the definite limitation of the duration of the said 
convention; 

Therefore, The President of the United States of 
America, and his Majesty, the Kiug of the Hawaiian 
Islauds, have appointed: The President of the 
United States of America, Frederick T. Freling- 
huysen, Secretary of State, and his Majesty, the 
King of the Hawaiian Islands, Henry A. P. Carter, 
accredited to the Government of the United States 
as his Majesty’s Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary, who, having exchanged ‘their re- 
spective powers, which were found sufticieut andin 
due form, have agreed upon the following articles: 

ARTICLE I. The high contracting parties agree 
that the time fixed for the duration of the said con. 
vention shall be definitely extended for a ierm of 
seven years from the date of the exchange of ratifi- 
cations hereof, and further, until the expiration of 
12 months after either of the high contracting par. 
ties shall give notice to the other of its wish to ter- 
minate the same, each of the high contracting par- 
ties being at liberty to give such notice to the other 
at the end of the said term of seven years or at any 
time thereafter. 

ART. II. His Majesty the King of the Hawatian 
Islands, grauts to the Government of the United 
States the excinsive right to enter the harbor of 
Hear! River, in the island of Oahu, and to establish 
and maintain there acoaling and repair station for 
the use of vessels of the United States, and to thai 
end the United States may improve the entrance te 
said harborand do all other things needful to the 
purpose aforesaid. 

ART. III. The present convention shall be ratified, 
and the ratifications exchanged at Washington as 
soon as possible. 

In witness whereof, the respective Plenipotentia. 
ries have signed the present convention in duplicate, 
aud have hereunto affixed their respective seals.

in regard to the enlisted men and apprentices the 
report states that the number allowel by law wag 
not exceeded during the fiscal year. The men en- 
listed are carefully examined, and are in the wain 
well-behaved and orderly, responding readily to the 
interest manifested in them. The Chief recom- 
mends that an additional number of 700 men be 
asked for for special service in the Naval Academy, 
coast survey, and fish commission, as the force of 
mep which at present must be detailed for this 
service frequently cramps the bureau in fitting out 
additional vessels 

Legisiation is recommended which will allow 
honorably-discharged men to elect a home on any of 
the receiving ships during the three months withia 
which, under the law, they may re-enlist, on the 
ground that such legislation wonld save many valu- 
able men to the navy, and would give them relief 
from the uncleanly and miserable boarding houses of 
the large cities. A retired list is suggested for en- 
listed men who bave served in the pavy 30 years, so 
as to put them ou the same piane as enlisted men of 
the army and marine corps, and a recommendation 
is made that citizenship be conferred on aliens who 
have served in the uavy and are honorably dis- 
charged. Attention is called to the fact that no oath 
of allegiance is required from naval recruits, and @ 
ehange in this regard is suggested. In conclusion 
Commodo'e Schley says: 

“T would recommend that from those apprentices 
who have served faithfully and efficiently until 21 
years of age, and who shall re-enlist for three years 
and shall have passed with credit and distinction 
through the advanced course of instruction at 
Washington and at the torpedo station, and shail be 
proficient in seamanship, navigation, and gunnery 
two of the most distinguished in their studies, an 
in morai qualifications. be examined vearly fer ad. 
mission to the grade of Ensign in the line of promo- 
tion. It needs no argument to prove that a meas- 
uré of this kind would tend greatly to improve the 
morale of ths enlisted men, but outside and beyond 
this it would be butan act of duty and justice 
to aclassin the service who have contributed so 
largely in the past to our victories in war. These 
matters are held to be of vital importance to the efH. 
ciency of the service, to the contentment and wel- 
tare of the men and, if adopted, will be the means by 
which desertion will be largeiy checkrd and the 
morale of the service much Increased. The bureau 
feels certain that it will only be necessary to call 
the attention of Congress to these matters to secure 
for the eailor the same benefits as huve been awarded 
to his companion in arms of the army and marmé 
corps.

Thisis a very narrow escape for the 
Democratic candidate, and where there 
is so small a margin it is always open 
to explanation by any one of vari- 
For instance, it may very 
fairly be said that Col. Barrn’s action as 
to the license of a liquor saloon, which 
was made much of—and not improperly— 
by the Prohibitionists, waa enough to de- 
termine the result. There is one deduc- 
tion, however, that can hardly be avoided. 
Mr. CnaPIN owes his election to inde- 
pendent Republicans, who alone could have 
offset the Democrats among the 11,578 La- 
bor voters. These votes were given to 
Mr. CHAPIN because he was believed 
to be able to resist the tendencies 
of his party managers, and they impose a 
direct responsibility upon him. The Labor 
vote, by the way, seems to have been very 
largely a new vote, cast by men not regis- 
tered in 1885. There was a total increase 
over the vote of that year of 17,763, of 
which only 811 was Prohibitionist. The 
Labor vote on Mayor was 11,573, and on 
the State ticket 14.284. The remainder of 
the increase was Republican.

Nothing in the result of the elections of 
Tuesday is more gratifying than the defeat 
of MANONE in Virginia. He has continued 
to debauch the politics and the morals of 
that State to a greater degree than could 
have been expected from a person of his in- 
trinsicinsignificance. Hisinfluence has been 
nniformly bad, and at one time he pursued 
with temporary success in the Senate the 
same disreputable tactics by which he had 
attained the position of a boss in Virginia. 
Jt was necessary for the cause of decent 
politics in that State that he should be so 
cisastrously defeated as to be driven out of 
public life altogether. This has now hap- 
pened tohim. Though the material of ig- 
norance and rascality and gullibility, with- 
out which he could not have done his work, 
still abounds in Virginia, it is not likely 
that anybody else, having his fate in view, 
can make as bad use of it ashe did. The 
decent people of Virginia will henceforth 
have an opportunity to make their senti- 
ments effective in its government. At any 
rate, and whatever is to succeed, the disap- 
pearance of MANONE isamatter for con- 
gratulation. “Thank goodness, there’s an 
end of that.”

It is equally plain 
that where much money is thus made 
requisite the evils of corruption, direct 
and indirect, of bribery, treachery, and 
frand must always be possible, and in one 
way or another will be always frequent and 
great. 

The remedy is, happily, as plain asthe 
evil. The ballots should be furnished at 
public expense and given directly to the 
voters, who should have every facility for 
voting the names of the candidates they 
prefer. Mr. W1LL1AM M. Ivins has already 
made a clear explanation of the manner in 
which this can be accomplished, without 
undue cost to the public Treasury and at a 
total cost only a fraction of that now in- 
curred, and in a way that will make such 
expenditure as is requisite whully free 
from any influence upon the _ result 
of the election. His plan embodies 
the features of the English system (eminent- 
ly successful as it has been proved to be) 
applicable to the conditions in this city. It 
is, in substance, to provide for a legal nom- 
ination of candidates for each office by a 
reasonable number of voters, to print bal- 
lots for the candidates so named in suffi- 
cient numbers, to furnish such ballots to 
each voter at his proper polling place 
under simple but sufficient conditions 
that will guard against fraudulent 
voting and secn™s entire secresy and 
independence to the voters. This plan 
does away at once with the necessity of the 
army of men now employed by the various 
organizations. It makes it possible for any 


| reasonable number of citizens, who wish for 


any reason to do so, to name a candidate for 
any office, with the certainty that he can 
receive the votes of ali who prefer to vote 
for him withont the expenditure of money 
for ballots or ballot distributors.

ELECTORAL REFORM. 

There were printed for the election in the 
city of New-York on Tuesday some 80,000,- 
000 ballots. 
ballot boxes not over 1,200,000. There were 
printed, therefore, nearly 70 ballots for every 
citizen who voted. In the work of receiv- 
ing and counting these ballots there were 
employed.and paid by the city 5,684 per- 
sons, of whom 4,060 were inspectors of 
election and 1,624 were pollclerks. Itis 
a low estimate that besides these men 
paid out of the city Treasury’ there 
were for the five parties who had 
tickets in the field at least 45 men 
employed under pay in each election dis- 
trict, making 36,540 forthe 812 election 
districts, or a total of 42,224 voters out of 
200,000 who were under pay in the city on 
the day of election, and were selected for 
their work by the party managers. These 
42,224 men received from the City Treas- 
ury. or from the party organizations, not 
less than $300,000 for their services. This 
sum is only a part of that expended by the 
various party machines or its distribution 
determined by them. But in itself and en- 
tirely apart from all other moneys used to 
influence votes it constitutes a very large 
fund directly, and under existing condi- 
tions necessarily, involved in the conduct 
of an election in the city of New-York. 


Why is the employment of such an army 
of men at such an extravagant cost neces- 
sary? It is due entirely to our present 
election laws in regard to ballots, and is 
required in order to get the ballots into the 
bores. That much of the expenditure is 
careless and wasteful, and much of it de- 
voted to useless or corrupt purposes, is un- 
doubtedly true; but it is also true that so 
long as ballots have to be provided by polit- 
ical organizations and got by them into the 
hands of voters machinery of this extent, 
involving the employment of such a num- 
ber of men, who must be selected by the 
party managers and must be dependent 
upon those managers, will remain in- 
evitable. And the waste, the ex- 
travagance, the treachery, cheating, trad- 
ing, and stealing that take place every year 
are equally inevitable. There is and there 
can be no accurate or adequate accounting 
for such expenditure. The purposes for 
which it is made are as indefinite as they 
are unavoidable; the agents are selected, 
not necessarily fof honesty or industry or 
careful methods—though they may have 
these qualifications—but often for qualities 
with which these are inconsistent. The 
most that can be done by the persons most

The voters can, as a rule, get them only 
from these agents. To furnish them with- 
out these agents costs a great deal of money, 
and involves much risk and uncertainty. 
Under the Ivins plan there is no risk and no 
expense, and there is absolute protection to 
the purity and independence of the ballot. 
With this system there should be, of course, 
a law regulating the expenditures of and 
for candidates. But that goes with the 


THE DISUNITED LABOR PARTY, 
One of the most unquestionable indica- 


called Labor Party is being gradually re- 
solved into its original elements. There 
have been workingmen’s parties before, but 
they have never become sufficiently strong 
to disturb seriously the equilibrium of 
politics, and they have never lasted long. 
The George movement of last year was a 
peculiar phenomenon, and did for a time 
threaten to become a factor which would 
have to be taken into account. Heretofore 
labor agitators have had nothing to work 
upon but rather indefinite  griev- 
ances, and have been able to hold 
out no _ specific promise of a remedy 
for these. Among their champions 
there has been no person capable of pre- 
senting in forcible terms the hardships and 
wrongs under which workingmen were 
supposed to suffer and to point out a means 
of relieving them that might be applied by 
political action. HENRY GEORGE appeared 
as the voice of one crying in the wilderness 
and the kerald of a salvation tocome. He 
had abont him the halo of a philosopher 
and a philanthropist, a disinterested friend 
of humanity, who by study had found out 
the cure of the special ills that afflicted the 
sons of toil. He had preached a crusade of 
deliverance, and he came as the deliverer 
with his theory of land taxation and the 
promise of abolishing poverty. 

The George movement of last year did 
not constitute a political party. It started 
about the personality of Mr. GEORGE and 
his theories and promises. He was made a 
candidate for Mayor by the Centra] Labor 
Union and was supported by the labor or- 
ganizations as such, with the incidental aid 
and encouragement of persons who were 
captivated by his assumed character or de- 
luded by his sophistry and who rejoiced at 
the prospect of throwing the old parties out 
of their bearings. After the election, when 
the “movement” was organized into a 
party and GEORGE appeared without dis- 
guise asa politician and a demagogue, the 
vitality of the thing was gone. It 
became a labor party in the old 
sense, and what had been drawn 
into it of Socialism began a _ fer- 
ment which foreboded dissolution. The 
land theory lost its fascination and its 
promise, and the old disagreements arose as 
to what, after all, were the specitic purposes 
of a party of workingmen. The result is 
that the attempt to carry the party organ- 
ization of United Labor throughout the 
State was an utter failure, and in this city 
the vote fell to little more than half that 
cast a yearago. This is certainly ominous 
for the Labor Party. The moment the 
George land theory began to be discredited 
and GeorGE himself lost the glamor that 
surrounded him as the evangel of a new 
dispensation of promise there was nothing 
left to give the party coherence. 

The fact is that workingmen have no in- 


to displace either of them. 


terests tangibly differing from those of 
other citizens, So far as they are intelli- 
gent and well balanced they must see that 
their stake in the community, their concern 
with questions of policy thatare affected by 
legislation and administration, are the same 
that other persons have who differ from 
them only in doing a diiferent part in the 
industrial and commercial operations that 
produce acommon prosperity. Differences in 
capacities, in talents and a>titudes, in op- 
portunities, in any of those conditions that 


; detérmine the place of men in society, can- 


not be abolished by political action, nor can 
the causes of poverty and hardship be re- 
moved by votes. Whatever there is to be 
adjusted or rectified is the concern of all 
and the remedy must come from the best 
wisdom of the community as a whole, and 


{ not through the action of a class banded 


together as though its interests were apart 
from those of the rest. 

A workingmen’s party could be success- 
ful only through the development among 
workingmen of superior wisdom, sagacity, 
and practical skill in dealing with the 
problems which vex society and afford the 
main excuse for politics; and then it would 
not be necessary, for this class would in 
that case easily take possession of the ex- 
isting political organization best adapted 
to its needs and use it for itsends. The 
workingmen constitute the vast majority 
of American citizens, and can at any time 
control either or both political par- 
ties if they know how and know 
what to do with them. If they are not able 
todo this, how can they hope to make a 
new party on a narrower basis and bring 
into it enough of the strength of the others 
to control affairs? If they are not equal to 
the task of shaping the action of present 
parties, they certainly cannot make a party 
There could be 
no greater wrong done to laboring men than 
to foster the belief that in politics they are 
not to regard themselves as an integral part 
of the body politic and of the parties into 
which it 1s divided. They can accomplish 
more with whatever of wisdom and vigor 
they can apply by exerting themselves 
within the parties of the whole people than 
by straying off into a special minority 
which can do nothing but excite hostility 
and become subject to all the demoralizing 
influences that politicians may bring to 
bear. Most of them, whether they clearly 
understand this or not, obey the instinct of 
citizenship and hold to their places in the 
body politic. If carried away for a time 
by some novel incitement or captivating 
promise, they soon drift back. Labor par- 
ties, as such, must be either weak or transi- 
tory, and it is evident that the George 
movement has spent its force. It will have 
hereafter no significance in general politics, 

THE INDEPENDENT CITY VOTE. 

The returns of the election in this city 
indicate that there are between 10,000 and 
20,000 ‘‘ conscience voters” in it. That is 
to say, there are that number of men who 
can be diverted from the regular nomina- 
tion of the majority party, if it be a con- 
spicuously bad nomination and the nomina- 
tion of the opposition be conspicuously 
good. Apparently Mr. FELLows has fallen 
behind the other candidates on his ticket 
by between 10,000 and 15,000 votes, and 
Mr. Nicotu has run ahead of his by 
about the same difference. The whole 
difference does not appear, for the reason 
that Mr. NICOLL, being not only a respecta- 
ble man but also a Democrat, the Republi- 
can “boys” did not care a straw about him. 
In most districts they may have given him 
a perfunctory support, but all of them had 
favorites of their own for whom they were 
willing and even anxious to trade off a can- 
didate from whom they expected nothing. 

But, taking the face of the returns as ex- 
plaining the whole case, here were, at the 
very lowest, 10,000 votes that the Demo- 
crats would have added to their strength if 
they had nominated Mr. Nico. and that 
they lost by nominating Col. FELLows. 
Most unfortunately they are in such a ma- 
jority that when they are united they can 
afford to throw away 10,000 votes in a 
local election. If Tammany had had a can- 
didate of its own and the County Democracy 
another, such a difference asexisted between 
the Republican and Democratic candidates 
would in all likelihood have decided the 
election. 

It is a pity, of course, that this vote is 
not larger; indeed, that it does not com- 
prise all the voters. Leaving out the venal 
and the dependent, pretty much all citizens 
mean to vote right. They vote wrong be- 
cause they are misled by party names and 
partyfcries. If all voters were open-minded 
enough to choose with care the most suit- 
able candidates for local offices regardless 
of their party labels, we should be living 
in a political Utopia. Those citizens who 
are in the habit of doing this for them- 
selves cannot understand why everybody 
should not do it, and are apt to show 
impatience and disgust when a can- 
didate like Col. FELLows runs only 
10,000 behind his ticket, and an 
opposing candidate like Mr. Nico. runs 
only 10,000 ahead of his, in a total vote of 
more than 200,000. But, rightly regarded, 
this shifting vote is large enough to affurd 
every ground for encouragement. It is 5 
per cent. of the total vote. If political 
managers knew of some “ dodge” by which 
they could invariably succeed in diminish- 
ing the vote of the other party and increas- 
ing their own by one-twentieth their fort- 
unes would be made. They are now noti- 
fied that they can attain this result by 
nominating a conspicuously fit candidate, 
especially if the other party nominates one 
who has conspicuous elements of untitness. 

Five per cent. is not a large enough frac- 
tion, we repeat and regret, to defeat the 
united Democratic nomination in this city, 
but it would be a great mistake to suppose 
that these votes are on that account wasted. 
On the contrary, 10,000 independent voters 
would not be so useful or so influential any- 
where else in the country as they are here 
in the city of New-York. They have an 
enormous advantage of position in casting 
their votes in the most populous State in the 
Union, which is also one of the most doubtful. 
In Massachusetts, where there may bean 
equal number of them, they scarcely count 
at all, since thereis hardly ever a chance 
that they can overcome the normal party 


majority, no matter how ontrageous nom- 
inations the prevailing party may make. It 
seems strange that while the New-York in- 
dependents are not numerous enough to de- 
cide an election in their own city they 
are numerous enough to decide a 
national election. Politicians, in their 
disgust with this situation, try to 
persuade themselves and other people that 
it will be safe for them to nominate a 
political sharper for the Presidency, be- 
cause they can afford to do without the 
vote of New-York, but they seldom derive 
much comfort from the operation. They 
are all the while aware that there are at 
the pivotal point of the pivotal State at 
least 10,000 votes that cannot be bought or 
wheedled or bullied, and can be had only 
by the simple but painfu! process of deserv- 
ing them. They know that they cannot 
afford to ignore this vote. The 10,000 
voters and more who made the difference 
between the regular party vote and that of 
FELLOWS on the one hand and NICOLL on 
the other are by far the most influential 
body of voters in the United States, though 
they have not been able to elect a District 
Attorney in New-York.

Mayor HEWITT’s support of Col. FELLows 
no doubt helped him. There is an im- 
pression abroad that it hurt Mayor Hewirrt. 
Probably this impression is erroreous. 
After all, what difference can it make to 
the Mayor whether his course 
his sentiments are approved or 
approved by the “good people,” by 
the moral and decent part of the 
community? Tuesday’selection proves that 
a candidate for political office—and we sup- 
pose that Mr. Hewitt will some time bea 
candidate for political office—may suap his 
fingers at the ‘“‘good people” so long as he 
has the favor and support of Mr. Power 
and Mr. CROKER and _ (their men 
in waiting. Votes are the main 
thing on election day. Let weak the- 
orists prate of character and morality. 
Buta practical man like the Mayor, who 
sits down with the boss at the New-Amster- 
dam Club, whose voice is potent in the 
inner council chamber, who rises even 
higher than the boss and becomes the over- 
lord of the United Democracy—such a 
man may ignore these ttivialities. 

The triumphant election of Col. Frttows 
proves that the Mayor was right, entirely 
right, in his remarks about gamblers and 
borrowers. How his heart must have swelled 
with joy and pride as he read the election 
figures which showed the unerring sagacity 
of his judgment of the respective strength 
of the Fellows people and of the “ good 
people” in this city! 
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CANADIAN EXPLORERS AT WORK. 

The exploration of the region east and 
southeastof Mount St. Eliasby Dr. Dawson 
and his associates has confirmed the belief 
that the district adjoining the eastern 
boundary of Southern Alaska is one of 
great mineral wealth. Before starting for 
the Northwest last Spring, Dr. Dawson 
was of the opinion that the country which 
he proposed to visit would be found to be 
“the Nevada and Colorado of Canada.” 
He now reports that the whole country 
from Cassiar to the vicinity of Forty-Mile 
Creek yields more or less gold in placer 
deposits. This gold-bearing region is fully 
five hundred miles long and has “ an in- 
definite width.” Only a small part of it 
has been prospected, but about one handred 
miners are on the ground and intend to pass 
the Winter there. 

Dr. Dawson explored some of the western 
tributaries of the Mackenzie, and discovered 
that Lake Frances drainsinto one of them— 
the Laird—and not into the Pelly, a tribu- 
tary of the Yukon, as heretofore shown on 
the maps. From Lake Frances he crossed 
to the Pelly, and thence followed this river 

_to its junction with the Lewis, where he 
met Mr. OGILVIE, one of his associates. He 
then ascended the Lewis, crossed Chilcoot 
Portage, and reached the Pacific coast at 
the head of Lynn Channel. It was Mr. 
OGILvie’s duty to make an instrumental 
survey of the country from the coast by 
way of Lowis River, up the Yukon to the 
one hundred and forty-first meridian, which 
“is the eastern boundary of Northern Alaska. 
After meeting Dr. Dawson at the junc- 
tion of the Pelly and the Lewis, he con- 
tinued on down the Yukon. He will 
pass the Winter on that river in 
the neighborhood of 64° north, and in 
the Spring will move eastward to the Mac- 
kenzie, with the intention of returning in 
the Fall to Winnipeg by way of the 
Mackenzie and the Saskatchewan. Another 
member of the party, Mr. MCCONNELL, left 
Dr. DAWSON at the fork of the Dease and 
Laird Rivers and followed the Laird down 
to the Mackenzie. He will pass the Winter 
on that river, at Fort Simpson, and continue 
his explorations from that point next Sum- 
mer. During June, July, and August Dr. 
Dawson’s party enjoyed ‘“* warm Summer 
weather, with an occasional frosty night.” 
Winter on the Yukon is severe, but inside 
the coast range the snowfall is light. 

It is unfortunate that the eastern bound- 
ary of Southern Alaska has not been defi- 
nitely fixed. The recent report of Gov. 
SWINEFORD indicates that the ownership of 
the rich placer mines in the vicinity of 
Forty-Mile Creek will be disputed. It is 
suggested that on the strength of the ex- 
ploring party’s revort the Dominion Govern- 
ment will attempt to collect fees for miners’ 
licenses there next Summer. The Governor 


asserts that nearly all of the miners are 
Americans, and that they will not pay such 
fees. This important expedition will 
furnish the Dominion Government 
with material for reasonably accurate 
maps, and give it some advantage 
in the controversy which will in all proba- 
bility arise concerning the location of the 
boundary line. Our own failure to procure 
the information which is needed should be 
charged to Samurt J. RANDALL. Congress 
has repeatedly been urged by the President 
and the State Department to provide for a 
survey of the region in question, but under 
RANDALL'S dictation it has refused to do 
this. Even a special message recommend- 
ing an appropriation of $100,000 for the 
work was ignored by RANDALL, and the 
Senate’s attempt to obtain $50,000 was 
thwarted at the last session by him.

ANOTHER WAGNER OPERA. 

Wagner’s “Siegfried” was produced last 
night at the Metropolitan Opera House for the 
first time in America. Naturally, the audience 
was one that filled the house from top to bottom. 
There was no applause during the progress of 
any of the three acts, but at the end of euch 
there were both applause and cheers, while 
the singers and Herr Seidl, who conducted, 
Were summoned to the footlights. There is no 
doubt whatever that the brilliant array of soci- 
ety people in the boxes were extremely bored by 
“Siegfried,” as they are by all of Wagner's 
operas. One-half of the remaining members 
of the audience appeared to be Germans. 
and they profess to be disgusted 
with anything not Wagnerian. The remainder 
ofthe house was made up of those Americans 
who have learned to like German opera. The 
listening part of the audience was unquestiona- 
Diy well pleased with the production, which 
may be set duwn as a success. 

The music-drama which was made known last 
night is the third in order of the Niebelungen 
tetralogy, the first being ‘**Das Rheingold.” the 
second “ Die Walkiire,” and the fourth the *‘ Git- 
terdimerunog.” It was produced with the other 
three works at Bayreuth in 1876, and the whole 
series introduced in England at Covent Garden 
in 1880. The music was first heard in England 


atthe Albert Hall festival in 1877, under Wag- 
bers own direction, anit was not tavorably re- 
ceived, The music in its entirety bas never be- 
tore been heard in America, 

It is hardly necessary to remind readers of 
to-day that Wagner found the materials for bis 
tetralogy in the Niebelungen Lied, which con- 
siats of anumber of lays by the minnesingers, 
pieced together into @ connected story as early 
a3 1210. Itis of Scandinavian origin and may 
be found in the “Younger Edda” among the 
* Volsurga Sagas,” compiled by Snorro in the 
thirteonth century. Nor is it necessary to ex- 
plain how Wagner ralsed these lays into 
splendid dramatic poems by increasing their 
significance by giving them mere logical con- 
nection, and by endowing their personages with 
mightier impulses and more overmastering 
passions, In none of the works of the 
tetralogy is this more conspicvous than m 
“stegfried.” An instance ortwo will show the 
reader how Wagner improved on his materials, 
According to the minuesingers Siegfried had a 
cloak, the gift of Alberich, which made 
him invisible. [In Wagner's hands this becomes 
the taru helmet, a potent factor in the action of 
the tetralogy, and Siegfried wrests it from the 
keeping of Fainer with his sire’s weapon, thus 
fulfilling a part of his destiny. Again, in the ori- 
ginal, Siexfried’s sword was called Balmung and 
was forged for him by Wieland, the blacksmith 
of the Teutonic gods. With Waxzner thia sword 
becomes not the wiunt toy of a fairy tale, buta 
tremendous instrument in the hands of fate. It 
is the sword of Siexfried’s father, welded anew 
by the son and wielded by a hero who kuows no 
fevr. With it he brings down the kingdow of 
the gods at asingie blow and curves his way to 
the consummetion of human life. 

In “Siegfried” the Nibelungs, absent from 
“Die Walkiire,” return co the scene of action. 
Fafner, the giant, disguised as a dragon, keeps 
watch in a forest cavern over the Rhine gold 
riug, and thetaru helmet. Siegfried has been 
born, and Bieglinde, his mother, is dead. Mime 
has reared the boy, hoping through him to gain 
possession of Fatuer’s tressures. Wotan, dis- 
gulsed as a wanderer, is waiting for the young 
hero to remove the ban of Alberich’s curse from 
the gods. Brunhilde, the shielt maiden, is 
bahay se in the magic sleep in which she was 
left by Wotan at the close of ** Die Walkiire.” 

The rising of the curtain discloses the home of 
the Niebelung Mime, acave with natural! open- 
ings leading into the forest. Mime is seen at 
work forzing a sword and lamenting thatevery 
one he makes is recklessly shattered by Sieg- 
fried. The dwarf laments his inability to weld 
the broken pieces of Siegmund's mighty blade, 
with which he could induce Siegfried to slay 
Fafuer, and so obtain possession of the ring and 
the hoard. Siegfried enters, dragging by a rope 
@ bear which he has captured in the forest. 
After frightening Mime he lets the animal go. 
He examines the sword which Mime has been 
forging and rails at its weakness. Mime en- 
deavors to calm him. Siegfried expresses his 
dislike of tbe dwarf, and inquires who were his 
fatherand mother. Mime declares that he himself 
was both. Siegfried caunet be deceived thus, 
and finally wrings the truth from Mime, who 
produces the pieces of Siegmund's sword in sup- 
port of his statement. Siegfrie! orders him to 
weld tne pieces, and then rushes outinto the 
forest. The Wanderer comes to the cave and 
enters into a long discussion with Mime. The 
outcome of it allis that Wotan prophesies that 
the eword must be welded by a hero who knows 
not fear. Wotan disappears, leaving Mime tn 
despair. Siegfried returns and finds Mime hid- 
ing under the anvilin abject terror, caused by 
his own fancies. Siegfried asks him if he 
has welded the sword, but Mime tells him 
he has one thing yet to learn, namely, fear. 
Mime tries to teach him what fear is and seeks 
to frigiten him by describing the dragon Fatnrer. 
Siegfried, instead of being alarmed, is eager to 
meet his fue, and demands the sword. Mime 
confesses that he cannot weld it, whereupon 
Siegfried proceeds to do the work bhimeeif. Then 
follows the great scene of the welding of the 
sword, given admirably at the music festival of 
1882 by Signor Cainpanini and Mr. Toedt. When 
the sword is finished, Siegfried, with one mighty 
blow, cleaves the anvil, and, as the orchestra 
bursts into a prestissimo of tremendous energy, 
stands brandishing the sword and shouting 
while the curtain falls. 

The second act reveals Alberich, the Niebelung, 
in the depths of the forest gioom near Tafner’s 
cave awaiting an opportunity to seize the treas- 
ure. Malice and greed are breathed throngh the 
rmousic. The wind rushes through the forest and 
adim ligbtgrows. Wotanenters. Aiberich and 
Wotan express their hatred of one another, the 
musie graphically illustrating the dignity of the 
one and the malice of the other. Wotan departs; 
Alberich conceals himself, and Siegfried enters 
with Mime. The latter hopes that both the 
drayon and the hero will die in the impending 
combat and departs saying so. 

Siegfried, aloue in the forest, ies down under 
a tree. Then comes the “* Waldweben”’—forest 
Weaving—tbe voices of the woods. This is not 
unknown, having been piaved here in concert. 
It is aufficient to say that itis one of the most 
masterly tone-pictures in existence. Siegfried 
wonders who his mother was and how she 
looked. He tries vainly by means of a reed flute 
to imitate the voices of the birds and so under- 
stand them. Failingin this he winds a blast 
upon his horn, which brings the dragon, Tafner, 
from his lair. Siegfried fears him not, but boid- 
ly attacks and alays him. The blood spurts 
upon the hero’s hand and he puts it to bis lips. 
At once he can understand the language of the 
birds. A bird tella him to get the treasures 
from the cave. He enters it. Alberich and 
Mime appear. The ineffably lonely music be- 
comes harsh and scolding. The dwarfs quarrel 
and separate as Siegfried returns with the ring 
and taru helmet. Mime comes back and tries to 
induce Siegfried to take poison which be has 
prepared, but the bird warns him, and, wore- 
over, Mime unconsciously betrays himself. Sieg- 
fried slays him. Again the hero lies under the 
tree and the voices of the forest speak to him. 
The bird tells him of Brunhilde and leads him 
away in search of her as the curtain falls, 

The third act opens with portentous music, 
The awful strife between the might of youth and 
love and the powers of darkness is approaching 
its Climax. The rising of the curtain discloses a 
rocky mountain. The shadows of night are on 
the hills, and the elements areat war. Wotan 
appears and invokes the goddess Erda. From her 
he seeks to know howto save the gods from 
destruction. She cannot aid him, and, weary of 
increasing strife, he renounces the empire of the 
world. Seigfried enters and Wotan blocks his 
way With his spear. With a single blow Sieg- 
fried shatters the spear of the ruler 
of the gods, and destroys therewith the old 
order of things. Crying, “In vain! [ cannot 
prevent thee,’ Wotan flies, An omnious glow 
xrews upon the acene. The wystic powers of 
nature array themselves against the herv’s 
progress, The strength of matter girds itself to 
meet the might or spirit. Fire and smoke roll 
down the mountain till the very world seems 
eblaze at Siegfried’s feet. But still that giant 
heart knows no fear. Thundering notes of de- 
fiance from his horn, he plunges into the flames 
aud disappears; but the echoing notes of the 
horn return to say that he is not vanquished. 

The storm of tire sinks. The glory of the dawn 
surrounds the hills and the rising mists disclose 
the noble form of the Valuyrasleesp beneath her 
shield. Siegfried approaches, The tremendous 
moment is at band. He stoops and cuts the 
fastenings of her armor, which, falling aside. re- 
veals, wrapped 1n the euftest wonige oo a perfect 
woman, nobly planned. The soul of the in- 
vincible youth is transformed into the spirit of 
the captive, but conquering man, “A touch—a 
kise—the charm ia snapped.” Brunhilde awakes 
to salute the earth, the sun, the gods, and to fall 
upon the breast of her hero-lover, while their 
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voices mingle in the passionate strains of 

overmastering love. ‘The manhood of Si 

and the womanhood of Brunhilde are_acco 
lished. The hero souls aré joined. The per- 
ect race is tocome and rule the world, whila 

the old gods are to die and be forgotten. 

Such isa brief outline of this Titanic dramG 
of Wagner. Ithas its weaknesses. The scone 
of the questioning between Wotan and Mime - 
in the first act covers nearly 30 pages in thé 
piano score, and only two lines of it are of siz 
niticance in the drama. The combat boetwoer, 
Siegfried and the dragon, a fine thing to reae 
about, is absurd on the stage, because a papier 
maché dragon is not a dread beiae, and will 
betray the fact that he is a “progerty.” But 
what praise is too high fcr the noice forging o 
the sword, the etherex! beauty of ihe whole 
Siegfried’s scene in tha forest save the cone 
bat, and the stupendous grandeur of the las{ 
act? Here is a poetic drama of hich werik& 
And under it all runs the continuation of the 
aliegory that underlies the whole o?7 the Niebe 
ungen tetralogy. Wotan has sinned and the 
gods must die. Through Brunhilde comes tie. 
dawn of human love and the birth of humaG 
hope. Again is repeated a favorite idea of Wau» 
ner’s, the same idea that Goethe had when ¢ 
wrote in ** Faust” the “ woman soul leadeth v4 
ever upward and on.” [tis the purifying powex 
of woman’s leve and self-sacritice—a truly lofty 
theme on which to build a living work. 

Soe much for the poem. And now what shall 
wesay of the music! Inthe first place it is 
necessary to an intelligent hearing of “Sieg 
fried” that one should know the previous 
dramas of the tetralogy. This is as true of the 
music as it is of the book, not only becanse the 
reappearance of certain characters renders neo 
essary the repetition of leit motifs made known 
in the foregoing works, but because the musio 
in its entirety bears a distinct relation to that of 
the other dramas. The four operas of the tetral- 
ogy have been likened to the movements of a 
symphony, and this is by no means an uubappy 
comparison. “Siegfried” is the third move- 
ment, the scherzo, bubbling over with the v) zor 
and grace and sweetness of youth and its Inev- 
itable dawning of love. The presence of evil in 
the persons of Mime and Aiberich supphes the 
necessary contrast in the tone pictures. whick 
are further supplemented by the representation 
of Wotan’s mournful dignity. 

The music of * Siegfried,” generally speaking, 
is beautiful. Itis learned and complex and de- 
mands some study; and this militates against 
its auccess among those who seek musical per 
formances simply as a mode of entertainment. 
For them Waxzner’s music, with a meaning 10 
every phrase, is not an enjoyment, but a task. 
And 1t must }e confessed that the Wagnerian 
music drama is a very serious business, for 
which one must prepare by intellectual fasting 
and meditation, not without prayer. There are 
many who are willing to take this tronble for 
the sake of reading Wagner in the light of his 
own vehefs. Such students will find much in 
“Siegfried” to repay them for their labor and 
self-sacrifice. 

The vorspiel is intended to express the plans 
of Mime. It is compose:t of motives made known 
in the earlier dramas, woven together with great 
skill and effect. Troubled measures, oceasion- 
ally relieved by the martial vlang of the sword 
motive and the Walhalla motive, are heard dur 
Ing Mime'’s opening scene. Siegfried’s entrance 
is the signal for music, sometimes as fresh and 
buoyant as his woodland life and again as vizor- 
ous a8 his impulsive nature. His vain question. 
ings as to his mother are accompanied by siraing 
of the tenderest kind. Then follows Mime’s nar 
rative in mournful music, which again becomes 
brilliant when the sword is produced. Siegfried'g 
* Wander Song,” In which he sets forth his pur- 
pose of roaming the world free when his sword 
is welded, is full of joyous life. The long scene 
between Mime and the Wanderer, which Hert 
Seidl judiciously cut down, is musically sigmifi- 
cant, though dramatically tiresome. The act 
¢loses splendidly with the welding of the sword, 
The orchestral measures almost paint the blaze 
of the smithy fire. The music becomes marvel- 
ously foreeful and expressive, and the final burag 
of the motive of the sword is tremendous in its 
energy. 

The second act begins with a foreboding 
voraplel, which increases to a crashing forts- 
simo as the curtain rises, After the scene be 
tween Wotan aud Mime we reach what one en. 
thusiastic admirer of Wagner has called the 
“most beautiful lyric episode ever conceived,” 
and it is probable that criticism will set itg 
final seal of approbation on this opinion. Cer- 
tainly the orchestra never spoke more plainly 
than it deesin the famous * Waldweben.” Ip 
tke concert room this music is lovely, but itis 
robbed of balft its poetry by being Psociated 
from the scene it illustrates. In the opera house 
it reaches the auditor with the fell eweep of 
its influence. The battle between Siexfried and 
the dragon, ridicuious as it is in action, is well 
told in the music, The score again becomes 
wonderfully lovely, when, after giaying Mime, 
Siegfried lies under the tree erce more. The 
music bursts into passionate yearning wher the 
existence of Brunhilde is revealed by the bird, 
and the tones of love bring the act to an end. 

The muste of the third act defies description, 
It is full of those remarkable contrasts in which 
Wagener delights, and some of ita larger effects 
reveal a powerin the handling of massive har 
mony and instrumentation unsurpassed even by 
Berhoz. Wotan’s renunciation of the world is 
expressed with much dignity, and Siegfried’s 
destruction of the spear is depicted with a thun- 
derous crash of sound. The war of the elements 
is heard in the writhings of the music as Siez 
fried plunges through the flames. The revelation 
of Brunhilde is accomplished in tone pictures of 
almost cloying sweetness, which give way to 
passionate melody as the longings of manbood 
arise in Siegfried’s breast. Brunhilde is awak- 
ened, and her greeting is in measures of the 
most noble eloquence. Then comes the duet, 
which is only excelled bv that of Siegmund and 
Sieglinda, The waves of passion tower and 
break in wonderful melodies and harmonies. The 
orchestra peals forth a wealth of pulsating 
sound that leaves the listener farrly bewildered 
as the curtain falls on the final tableau. 

The only defect in this final duo is in {ts 
length. It beeame somewhat wearisome last 
evening and abated the enthusiasm of the 
audience somewhat, thongh ths applause 
was hearty after the final fall of the 
curtain. Of course, “Siegfried” is al- 
most a one-part opera, the hero having 
to bear the great bulk of the work on bis shoul- 
ders. Herr Alvary is searcely an ideal Sieg- 
fried, yet his performance last night was sur- 
prisingly good. At times it was more than 
good. The young tener looked the part, 
save in stature, and sang it with vigor, 
his work in the forging of the sword and 
in the final duo being especially notable. Here 
Terency was the Mime, and though be sang the 
part execrably, he stoned for it in part by good 
acting. Herr Fischer’s Wotan was a pnobie per- 
formance, full ef dignity and pathos. Herr Von 
Milde was acceptable as Alberich and Herr 
Elmblad equaliy so as the ridiculous dragon, 
which was bansuily laughed at. Lilli Lehmann, 
though sbe did not appear till the last act, 
scored a veritable triuwph through her mag- 
nificent singing and acting. Frau Setdl- 
Kraus sang the bird music tolerably. 
The orchestra discharged its duties with admir- 
able efficiency and the stage effects were all 
worthy of praise, even the dragen being cleverly 
constructed. The nerformance conciuded some 
time after midnight. 


THE FISHERY CONFERENCE,

HINTS THAT THE UNITED STATES Ig 
HANDICAPPED. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—The appointments 
and assignments which are being madein con- 
nection with the Fisheries Conference, to be 
held in Washington during the coming month, 
indicate some danger that not only in numbers, 
but perhaps also in experience, on this spe- 
cial question, the United States may 
find itself unequally handicapped. Tho 
Commissioners on the part of the 
United States will be Secretary Bayard,' 


Mr. W. L. Putnam, a young and competent New- 
England lawyer, and Mr. Angell, a Professor in 
a Western college, who has successfully nego- 
tiated a treaty with China. Against them will 
be pitted British Commissioner Chamberlain, 
British Minister West, and Canadian Represen- 
tative Tupper, three able and astute men, two 
of whom will, perhaps, be little more than. 
figureheads. But they will be reinforced 
by Mr. Bergne, Chiefot the Treaty Division of 
the Foreign Office in London, who is one 
of the most accomplished trained diplomats in 
the British service. e will bring to the con- 
ference the accurate,knowledge he acquired 
while acting as Secretary of the Halifax Fisn- 
eries Commission, which resulted so dis- 
astrously to the United States. To assist 
him the Canadian anthorities have de 
tailed Mr. Thompson, of Nova Scotia. whose ar- 
cument on behalfof the Canadian fishing interest 
before the Halifax tribunal was progeunced by 
lawyers on both sides to be the ablest effort 
made in the course of that unfortunate arbitra- 
tion. Able representatives from Newfoundland 
and other sections of the Canadian Dominion 
have been detailed to bein attendunce. Secre- 
tary Bayard has a just confidence in bis own 
powers, but his friends suggest that there are 
limits to human capacities for brain work. 
It is not to be overlooked that two 
wembers of the President's Cabinet have broken 
down by attempting to run the whoie machinery 
of their departments themselves. There is 
searcely any probability that the Fishery Com- 
mission or Conference, or whatever it may be 
called, will convene its sessions inside of two 
weeks. The purpose of the State Department is 
to confine the discussion as far as practicable to 
the interpretation of the treaty of 1818. The 
Commissioner of Fisheries has been requested to 
furnish the official data as to the specific cases 
in which, according to the contention of the 
United States, that treaty has been violated by 
the Cunadian authoriues. Fish Conmissivner 
Goode, as the result of circulars addressed to all 
owners or agents of New-Eogland fishing ves- 
sels, has furnished a detailed list of 120 cases of 
alleged violation of treaty or general nwFi- 
gation rights. Forty-seven of theae cased 
were laid before the Senate last session; 67 
were subsequently supplied by the records 
of the Fish Commission, and 6 have pean sub- 
sequently added, The officials of the Fish Com-- 
mission are now actively engaged, under the in- 
structions of the State Department, in complet- 
ing the returns, but as the fishing fleets have not 
closed up the season and returned to their home 
ports the compilation cannot be completed for a. 
week or two. It is understood, however, tha 
the complaints by United States fishermen of 
violations of the treaty of 1818 by the Canadian. 
authorities during the t fishing season wi} 
be very few and insignificant. The pendency 
the negotiation haa stopped the aggreseion.

Detective Flynn, who had been watching 
the proceeding, then approached Coffee and in- 
quired ** Where are you going to take that mes- 
sage?’ Young Coffee replied, **A man asked 
me to take the message from the boy 
and bring it to a fruit stand at 
the corner of John and Pearl streets. I 
am here to place it in airuit stand on that cor- 
ner and then meet the man at the corner of 
Pearl and Beekman streets. The detective and 
the boy then went there and found a wan 
about 5 feet high, wearing a brown suit of 
clothes, with a beard of several days’ growth on 
his chin. He was positively identified by Cof- 
fee. Flynn arrested him. Yesterday he was ar- 
raigned at the Tombs Police Court, where he 
gave the name of Charles J. Campbell, 
and said he was 24 years old. 
an finventor by occupation, and lived 
at 736 Dean-street, Brooklyn. Mr. Nicholson 
made a complaint of atiempt at blackmail 
against him. Both of the boys made corroborat- 
ing altidavits against him. Campbell said in 
auswer to the charge: “ Iam not guilty.

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CAUGHT IN A FLYWHEEL. 


HORRIBLE DEATH OF A LAWYER AT THE 
AMERICAN INSTITUTE FAIR. 

A very shocking accident, resulting in the 
instant death and mangling of Sidney F. Shel- 
bourne, a lawyer interested in electrical inven- 
tions, whose place of business was at 
11 Gold-street, occurred last night in 
the machinery department of the Amer- 
ican Institute - Fair. Mr. Shelbourne was 
3 number of the Board of Council of Electrical 
Engineers who were to meet the electrical sec- 
tion of the American Institute at the fair last 
night and hear a paper on ‘Ocean Teleg- 
raphy” read by Mr. Cutriss. Mr. Shel- 
bourne arrived at the Institute Build- 
ing a few minutes after 7 o'clock, just 


after the opening of the doors, and when there 
were few other visitors. He went directly 
to the southwest corner of the machinery 
department, where an iron railing sur- 
rounds the exhibit of the Tucker Electrical 
Manufacturing Company. Within the inclosure 
are a Fall engine for an are leht and a 
Trenton engine for an incandescent light. 
Between the cylinder of the Ball eng- 
ine and the pit ot the tly wheel 
of the Trenton engine is 4 space of two feet. 
The pit is but two feet deep. The tiywheel is 80 
inches in diameter, weighs 10 tons, and is double, 
the band goiiig on one wheel and the other serv- 
ing as a balance. 

Robert Ashton, the. exhibitor’s engineer, was 
in charge of the engines. Mr. Shelvourne ac- 
costed him and asked permission to enter 
the enclosure to exainine the machinery. Ashton 
told him to do as he pleased, and Mr, 
Sheldon got under the rail and walked diagonal- 
ly across the inclosure toward the space be- 
tween the cylinder and the flywheel, 
Ashton following him. As Mr. Shelbourne 
was. about to go through the passage he 
gave a sudden lunge to the right and Ash- 
ton lost sight of him, but heard an_ ex- 
clamation of despair. A few moments later 
there was a thud on the cylinder, and 
Ashton found that it was made by Mr, 
Shelbourne’s maugied body striking it. He 
had been whirled into the pit by the fiy wheel, 
which makes i190 to 200 revolutions a 
minnte, ground up against its floor and 
sides and thrown up. against a beam 
overhead. Fortunately, owing to the early hour, 
visitors were few, and none saw the accident. 
Ashton stopped the machinery, and, procuring 
aid, had the remains of Mr.Shelbourne laid on the 
floor of the inclosure and crowd up, and all 
tracer of the frightful accident were obliterated. 
The press agent of the fair wrote out the follow- 
ing statement: 

*“S. F. Shelbourne, residence 29 West Twenty- 
sixth-street, business office, 18 Gold-street, 
whileatthe American Institute Fair at 7:30 
this evening went inside the inclosure of 
the Bali Engine Company and, on attempt- 
ing to pass throngh a narrow. space 
between this and an adjoining exhibit, fell into 
the fiywheel of the Trenton Engine Company 
and was instantly killed. Mr. Shelbourne was a 
lame man, and wore a steel lift on the shoe of 
the right foot. 

The floor of the inclosure was covered with 
oil-cloth, which, at the space through which Mr. 
Shelbourne attempted to pass, is slip- 
pery from oil used to  Iubricate the 
machinery. The oil-cloth also laps over the 
pita little. Itis possible that the appliance in 
the shoe may have been treacherous, that Mr. 
Sheibourne slipped on the oilcloth, or that he was 
deceived by the overlapping. It is not believed 
that he made one complete revolution with the 
Wheel but that he was carrled down. broken up 
in the pitand flung toward tne roof. In his 
pockets were @ gold watch and chain, a small 
sum of money, and some papers. These were 
taken to the East Fifty-ninth-street station, 

Later on a man who said he was Mr. Shel- 
bourne’s brother called at the station house ani 
said that he did not care to see the body and did 
not think he would be able to make any arrange- 
ments for its removal orinterwent. He went 
away without giving his address. At 207 West 
Twenty-aixth-street it was ascertained that 
Mr. Shelbrume had not lived there since 
October, and his last address was not 
known, although he called there weeks 
ago, and took away some property 
he had left. He was believed to be a bachelor 
and was about 50 years old. Luterin the even- 
ing the body was Claiined by friends, who re- 
moved it to an undertaker's at 1,053 Third- 
avenue, 


A HARD FIRE 10 FIGHT. 


VOLUMES OF SMOKE IMPEDE THE FIRE- 
MEN IN BARCLAY-STREET. 

Shortly before 5 o’clock yesterday an em- 
ploye of the Harris Finishing Company, 9 Bar- 
clay-street, opened the door of the varnishing 
room on the third floor and found the whole 
roomin ablaze. Rushing down stairs to the 
next floor he warned the employes there and 
followed them out into the street, where the 
alarm for the Fire Department was given. The 
yells of the gathering crowd and the clouds of 
ascending smoke were the tirst notice the work- 
men on the two floors above the fire 
received of their danger. The flames had 
gained such headway by that time that there 
Was no chance of escape by the stairways, so 
they made their way to the roof and climbed 
over to the adjoining building, very much 
frightened, but uninjured. It was fully 15 
minutes after the fire was discovered before the 
department arrived with two engines and a 
water tower. Even. then they were very slow 


in getting to work. By the time the first stream 
was turned on the tire had spread to the upper 
floors and was burning furiously. 

The smoke was terrific. Dense clouds of it 
spread all through the street and rendered the 
work of the firemen very difficult. Their flitting 
forms were hike shadowy ghosts to the specta- 
tors, who lined the sidewalk on the opposite 
side. Some of the hosemen were compelled to 
light their lanterns in order to seeatall. The 
slight breeze which was blowing drove the 
smoke down as far as Church-street, com- 
pletely enveloping the trains on the ele- 
vated roads, and creating consternation 
as well as wonderment among the 
passengers. When the smoke occasionally 
cleared it was seen that the flames were steadily 
progressing, and before the water tuwer got to 
work the tire had broken through the thin 
plastered wall to the building at 7. A very short 
time after this, however, the firemen got to 
work in real earnest. By smashing the glass in 
all the windows they succeeded in getting rid of 
3ome of the smoke and could see what todo, When 
the atmosphere became somewhat cleared Ed- 
ward F. Murray, of Truck No. 10, was found lying 
unconscious ou the third floor of No. 7, overcome 
by the smoke. He had evidently lain there 
about five minutes, and although they soon got 
him to breathing again, all efforts to restore him 
to consciousuess Were unavailing. He was taken 
to the Chambers-Street Hospital, and at 10 
o’clock had partially recovered, but was still in 
a” precarious condition. It was 6 o’clock before 
the fire was got under control, and nearly 8 be- 
fore it was extinguished. 

The damage sustained is very hard to estimate. 
The two buildings, which are of browustone anu 
five stories high, are built upon ground owned 
by Trinity Parish, and were formerly occupied 
as a large dry goods establishment by Adrian, 
Allison & Co. They are now the property of a 
sister of Mr. Alison. The damage to 9 will 
probably amount to $4,000 and to 7 about 
1,500 more. The stock in the lower 
part of the buifdings was chiefly damaged 
by water, which poured down in floods 
long before the Fire Patrol had spread its tar- 
paulins. yThe'ground fioor of 9 was occupied 
by the Catholic Publishing Society, a branch of 
the London establishment of Burns & Oates. A 
full stock of Christinas goods, consisting of 
Bibles, prayer books, and religious literature 
zenerally, bad just been received a few days 
previous. Some of these books were valued at 
$120 apiece. Lawrence Kehoe, President of the 
society, estimates their loss at $60,000, The 
atock was insured for $46,000 with 20 different 
companies. 

The Harris Finishing Company used the four 
upper flours. Their loss will amount to about 
$15,000. The ground floor, basement, and sec- 
ond floor of 7 was,occupled by Jobn Beacham, 

ublisber and importer. The greater portion of 
his stock consisted of a valuable collection of oil 
paintings and rare art books just received trom 
Europe and vaiued at $300,000. His loss is en- 
tirely by water and may rin from $10,000 to 
$50,000. He was insured for $52,000. The 
fourth and fifth floors and part of the third were 
in use by J. C. Buttre, one of the largest dealers 
in steel plate engravings in the United Statea, 
He had 3,000 to 4,000 fine steel plates and some 
10,000 engravings stored there, besides a large 
and costly stock of paper and the plates of the 
* American Portrait Gallery,” which he is pub- 
lishing. George Probst, his Superintendent, said 
that the loss is $20.000 at least. and may 
run as high as $100,000. <All depends ~ igs how 
many of the plates have been touched by the 
water. The stock was insured, but for how 
much Mr. Probst does not know. J. R, Cook & 
Co., dealers in patent medicines, and L. Leser- 
man, @ gilder, occupied the remainder of the 
third floor. Cook's loss will be about $1,000, 
and Leserman’s about $2,500. 


BOTH WERE VERY HAPPY. 
District Attorney Martine was at his office 
bright and early yesterday morning, and he 
looked ineffably contented. All day long visitors 
and congratulatory messages poured in upon 
him. He said thatthe election suited him ex- 
actly. As to the contest for the District At- 


torneysbip Mr. Martine, of course, could say 
nothing except that he was glad that Col. Fel- 
lows had been elected. Mr. Nicoll, he thought, 
would remain in the office as his assistant until 
his term expired on Jan. 1, and would attend 
regularly to his duties until that time. 

Col. Fellows dropped into the office at about 
1 o’clock and had a short talk with Mr. Mar- 
tine. Congratulations were mutual. The Col- 
onel had nothing to say about the result of the 
election, except that he, too, was glad that he 
had been elected. He staid at the office only a 
few moments, and then, with 60 or 70 telegrams 
of congratniation in his pocket and accompanied 
by somo he wended his way elsewhere. 


AND THE SHERMAN MEN ARE 


NOT WHOLLY PLEASED. 

BUT FORAKER RAN BEHIND IN CINCIN- 
NATI—TOO MUCH BLUSTER AND 
BLOW IN HIS TALK TO SUIT SOLID 
RUSINESS MEN. 

CotumBvus, Ohio, Nov. 9.—While the suc- 
cess of the Republicans in this State is larger 
than expected by the ardent office holders, it is 
quite manifest to the casual observer that the 
plurality for Foraker 1s not particularly 
pleasing to the more ardent friends of Mr. 
Sherman. The Sherman men affect to be 


pleased at the§result, but it is notice- 
able that during the entire day Mr. Sher- 
maan’s warmest friends have Insisted that 
the plurality would fall below tbe es- 
timate made. The nomination of Powell 
by the Democrats, followed by the selection 
of acommittee that had lttleorno interest at 
stake, was suiticient to give the Democracy of 
the State a suspicion that the campaign would 
be poorly managed. The campaign of Foraker 
was ofthe most vigorous kind. He made 90 
speeches in two months and waged a most vigor- 
ous fight from the start. The vote of the Labor 
organization and Prohibitionists deceived 
both age amazingly. To-night Chairman 
Cappeller reports tnat revised returns 
from all the counties in the State 
received to 10 P. M. this evening show that the 
plurality of Gov. Foraker will be more than 
25,000 over Powell. The Republicans have 24 
of the 386 members of the Senate, with 
@ probability of having 2 more from 
the Thirty-third District. The Republicans are 
certain of 61 of the 108 members of the House 
and are reasonably certain of 2 more, making 63. 


CinctnnaTI, Ohio, Nov. 9.—The full re- 
turns show that Gov. Foraker received a plurali- 
ty in Hamilton County of 6,730. The average 
plurality of the Republican Legislative ticket is 
1,000, while some of the candidates on the 
Republican county ticket have a plurality 
of imore than 12,000. The Democratic State 
ticket was voted by a large nuimber of business 
men who voted the Republican Legisiative ana 
county ticket. The reason for this was they had 
been nauseated by the sectional issue which 
the Governor injected into the campaign. 
The strong support which the Republi- 
can Leyislaiive and county ticket ra- 
eeived was due to the excellent work 
the party has done since its return to power two 
years ago in the way of improving the streets 
and public buildings and police and tire depart- 
ments. Nearly a million of dollars has been 
expended, and, so far as has been discovered, 
bas been honestly expended. The marked 
change in the municipal service has been very 
gratifying to citizens of all parties, and explains 
# vote for which none of the party leaders were 
prepared. 

The United Labor leaders are disanpointed 
and despondent. They were confident that they 
would elect their Legislative ticket, but when 
the returns showed losses in their strongest 
wards they quickly gave up all as lost. One of 
the leaders says there is no chance of a Labor 
Party here. A victory was needed to hold the 
men together, but now it will be useless to at- 
tempt to elect a ticket in Hamilten County. 

Tne evidences of a combination are seen in the 
figures of the Governor's vote and that of the 
Legislativeticket. The Union Labor Legislative 
ticket in Cincinnati is from 2,000 '0 3,000 greater 
than for its Governor, while the Democratic vote 
for Governor is about 4,000 greater than for its 
Legislative ticket. Gov, Foraker’s vote is from 
600 to 1,000 below the vote on the Republican 
Legislative ticket. 

The /imes-Siar, in its summary of the result of 
the election in Hamilton County, says the total 
vote was 64,811, which is over 5,000 less than 
in October, 1885, and nearly 8,000 less than the 
Presidential vote in 1884. [t was an election of 
surprises. The Republicans were confident 
of victory, but they really did not antici- 
pate such an overwhelming victory. The 
fact that Foraker leads Powell in this county 
by nearly 7,000 votes, in spite of the trade be- 
tween the Democrats and the Union Labor men, 
speaks volumes. The Union Labor Party, in- 
stead of closely pressing the Republicans or 
defeating them aa predicted, lags from 15,000 to 
19,000 behind them, and on an average 5,000 
behind the Democrats. his is the end of the 
Union Labor Party. 

Complete footings for Hamilton County show 
the following: For Governsor, Foraker, (Rep.,) 
30,080; Powell, (Dem.,) 23,417; Seitz, (Union 
Labor,) 11.085; Sharp, (Proh.,) 500, not fully re- 
ported; Foraker'’s plurality, 6,393; Lieutenant- 
Governor—Lyon,  (Rep..). 30,468; Coolman, 
(Dem.,) 19,945; McDonald, (Unien Labor,) 
13.997. Lyon's plurality, 10,523. The other 
names of the State ticket have about 
the same _ pinrality. Ths highest vote 
on the Repnblican legislative ticket is Fred 
Piester, 30,765. The lowest is Copeland, col- 
ored, 29,074. The highest on the Democratic 
ticket is Oliver Brown, 19,504; the lowest is 
Dowd, 18,732.

“BOSS” GORMAN’S VICTORY. 


THE SMALLEST MARYLAND MAJORITY 
FOR GOVERNOR IN TWENTY YEARS. 
BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 9.—Returns from 

the counties are coming in very slowly, and not 

one has been completed up to 1 o’clock. The 
last precinct in the city was not returned until 

10 o’clock to-day. The total vote of the 

city was 65,583, of which Jackson, (Dem.,) 

received 34,587, Brooks, (Rep...) 27,839; 


and Baldwin, (Proh.,) 1,159, a Democratic ma- 
jerity of 5,589. The entire legislative ticket is 
Democratic as far as the city is concerned. 
George May iselected Sheriff and Charles G. 
Kerr State Attorney, both showing larger ma- 
jorities than Jackson, Who was cut to some 
extent by the Knights of Labor. The 
counties are in some instances very close, 
Anne Arundel, heretofore stronely Democratic, 
gives a smail Republican majority. Senator 
Gorman’s county, Howard,is Democratic by a 
reduced majority. Figures so far receivea 
would indicate ®& considerably reduced 
Democratic majority in the Legislature, 
but reliable estimates are not  obtain- 
able. Thecall for a Coustitutional Convention 
was defeated bya heavy majority, probably 
15,000. Jackson’sa majority in tbe State is esti- 
mated at 9,000, the smallest received by any 
Governor for 20 years. 

Up to midnight itis not possible to give the 
total vote cast yesterday. Returns from 
some of the more remote counties are 
delayed and muoy are incomplete, but 
sufficient information is at hand to _ in- 
sure the election of the Democratic State 
ticket by a majority of 10,000. The Legislature 
on joint batlot will have a Democratic majority 
of 71, a Republican gain of 14. The proposition 
to hola a Constitutional Convention was defeat- 
ed by at least 15,000 votes. The Prohibition 
vote throughout the State was about 5,000. 


MAHONE DEFEATED IN VIRGINIA. 
CAUSED BY ‘“ BOSSISM” AND A FALLING 
OFF OF THE COLORED VOTE. 
RICHMOND, Va., Nov. 9.—Mahone’s sympa- 
thizers in his own party have very little to say 
about his overwhelming defeat in this State yes- 
terday. The Republicans who opposed the ex- 
Senator attribute their defeat, in a great meas 
ure, to Mahone and other leaders who have- 
essayed to boss the party. The Democrats have 
received telegrams from all portions of the 


country congratulating them on the splendid 
victory won in this State. The result of 
yesterday’s elections in Virginia makes 
this State solid for Cleveland and the bal- 
ance of the Democratic ticket next year. 
The fair aud business-like Administration of 
President Cleveland aided the Democrats to 
accomplish what they did yesterday. An aual- 
ysis of the returns from the large colored 
counties indicates a falling off of the enthu- 
siasin of that race for the Republican Party. 
It is very doubtful if in the Presidential con- 
test the vote in Virginia ¢an be polled for the 
nominee of the Republican Party with anything 
like the solidity it has in the past national con- 
tests. This opinion is expressed by some of the 
leading Republicans. 

Additional returns from yesterday’s election 
in this State indicate that the Democrats will 
have two-thirds in each branch of the Legis- 
lature. The returns already received elect 58 
Democrats to the House and 25 to tue Senate, 
including the 17 who hold over. The 17 House 
districts yet to hear from are expected to in- 
crease the Democratic strength in that body to 
67, and the six Senatorial districts will certainiy 
give the Democrats 27 in the Senate.

Four tickets were 
in the field, the Republican, Democratic, United 
Labor, and Prohibition.

The Jrish World of this week will contain 
Patrick Ford’s views on ‘Henry George’s Mis- 
take.” George, standing as a representative of 
labor, Mr. Ford thinks, was all right, butin in- 
troducixg the issue of religion into his canvass 
he went far wrong. With the odds against him 
in 1886 he made a good showing, taking second 
place, and then his next campaign was, 
in reality, begun. But unfortunately the 
land question and the claims of labor were 


put second, and the ‘first and necessary thing 
was to puta stovepipe hat onthe Pope.” For 
the hero of the campaign an excommubicated 
priest was set up,and hot shot were turned 
against Rome. To indorse a campaign con- 
ducted on such principles was too much to ask 
of any Catholic iu his sobriety, and as Catholics 
were the backbone of George's party that back- 
bone was broken by the load and the rider was 
left in sorry plight. 

According to Mr. Ford’s calculations George 
should have, had he conducted his campaign in- 
telligently, come outa winner this year. In his 
favor were the prestige of last year, plenty of 
money, efficient organization, innumerap le cam- 
paignu orators and literature, leaders who ought 
to have gained experience in manipulating af- 
fairs, election inspectors, and continuous adver- 
tising of George by the press. With all these 
advantages, hat it not been for his fatal mis- 
take he should bave carried New-York City, 
but instead he policed enly half his vote of 
last year. George probably hoped to hold 
lukewarm Catholics, although be must have 
known that he would los¢ the consistent ones, 
He, in fact, lost more than the vote wou!d show, 
as, without duubt, a percentaze of anti-Catho'ics 
supported him for the sake of getting in a@ shot 
at Popery. Still, Mr. Ford thinks, there is good 
material in George's forces, and that now they 
know their mistake they may rectify it and do 
better next time.

Mark Hop- 
kins had accumulated this immense treasure 
through bis connection with the construction of 
the Central Pacitic Ruilroad. At that time Mr, 
and Mrs. Hopkins were residents of Sacramento, 
Cal., where Mr. Hopkins had already hecome 
comfortably well of througba small hardware 
business which he at first engagedin. With the 
three other Sacramento millionaires—Stanford, 
Huntineton, and Crocker—Mr. Hopkins was 
known as one of the “Sacramento Big Four.”

NO DANGER FROM CHOLERA 


PRESIDENI BAYLES THINKS 
SO, AT LEAST. 

EVERY PREPARATION MADE BY THE 
HEALTH DEPARTMENT TO MEET 
PRESIDENT CLEVELAND'S ACTION. 

Mayor Hewitt yesterday made public two 
letters addressed to him, one by President 

Bayles, of the Health Department, and the other 

by Seeretary of State Bayard, in response to the 

Mayor’s recent letters as to the precautions 

taken and necessary to be taken at Quarantine 

and elsewhere to prevent the importation of 


Mr. Bayles wrote as 
follows: 


NEW- YORK, Nov. 4, 1887. 
The tion, Abram 8. Hewitt, Mayor: 

SIR: I have the honor to acknowledge your favor 
of vesterday calling attention to recent and some- 
what sensational publications in the newspapers re- 
specting cholera and asking for information con- 
cerning the preparations of this department to meet 
any possible occurrence of that disease in this city. 
The points on which you wish to be advised are the 
following: 

Is there any reasonable ground for apprehension 
of the invasion of cholera? 

What ae have been taken to provide against 
widespread contagion from such sporadic cases ag 
may occur? 

Ihave observed with regret the undue promi- 
nence which seems to have been given in certain 
instances to the subject of cholera in the newspa- 
pers. Fortunately interest thus far has been con- 
centrated on Quarantine. That the disease has ex- 
isted there and has beén epidemic on Hoffman Isl- 
and, making that placein fact an infected port, is 
well known, and has not, so far as Lam aware, been 
questioned or denied. If it can bs kept there it will 
dono more harm to New-York than if confined to 
Naples or other Mediterranean ports. ‘This ques- 
tion involves the efficiency of our present quaran.- 
tine insnagement, and as [ have no official connec- 
tion with nor responsibility for any part of the 
work of the Quarantine Commissionerg or the 
Health Officer of the Port, it would be unbecoming 
in me to discuss it. 

As to whether there is any reasonable ground for 
apprehension that cholera will reach New-York, L 
am at present unprepared to say. If anything 
carrying the contagion of cholera shall pass Quaran- 
tine or remain in New-Ycrk, in all probability it 
would establish acentre ot infection from which, 
sooner or later, we should hear. Whether or not it 
will pass Quarantine obviously depends npon the 
thoroughness with which the duties devolving upon 
the Health Officer are discharged, Mv reason for 
not expressing @ positive opinion on this subject is 
simply that I have no personal knowledge of the 
facts of the case.

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The general sanitary 
condition of the city is such that it will not tind 
a favorable breeding ground here, and cannot 
well become a serions matter unless an unwar- 
ranted degree of pubiic excitement is created 
by the enterprising reporters of the newspaper 
press. The medical corps of tie department is well 
organized, and every man has been carefully in- 
structed in writing what to do if assigned to cholera 
duty, and how to doit. We have, at the present 
time, 40 physicians, nany of them experienced sani- 
tary inspectors who have been several years In the 
service of the department, available for this and 
kindred lines of work. We have large quantities of 
disinfecting solutions ready for instant use and are 
a ayes to employ them freely.Qur plan of action has 

een carefully considered and seems to be adapted 
to every probable emergency. 
have been reconstructed. provided with tight vot- 
toms and sides, atripped of all upholstery and sup- 
plied with special facilities for safely moving cholera 
patients. The mattresses with which they were 
formerly provided have been removed and robber 
beds substituted. Several sets of blankets have also 
been provided, that if may be unnecessary to use the 
same bedding for two cases without intermediate 
Atthe hospitals we are ready for as 
many patientsas can be expected under the most im- 
probable conditions. Ina word, we are so well pre- 
pared that notice of cholera in the city would take 
no one here by surprise and occasion no confusion. 
A word wiil set in motion a system equal to any- 
thing thatean happen savean overwhelming out- 
break, which we have no reason to expect. 

In dealing effectively with any form of contacions 
disease better facilities for disinfection of clothing, 
bedding, &c., than have hitherto been provided are 
absolutely necessary. We have purchased two large 
iron tanks, and are setting them up in the disinfec- 
tion house adjoining the Willard Parker Hospital, 
in East Tenth-street. These tanks are admirably 
adapted for the purpose. They are of boiler iron, 
6 teetin diameter and 8 feet high, and will safely 
caTry a steam pressure of 25 to 30 pounds, which is 
very far in excess of the maximum requirements of 
thorongh ‘istnfection. They will also be provided 
with facilities for exhausting the air from them, so 
that thorough and instavt disinfection by the dif- 
fusion of sulphurous acid gas can be practiced. They 
will be ready for nse in a few days, and with them we 
shall consider ou:selves prepared not only for a pos- 
sible ocenrrencs of cholera. but for the regular 
work hitherto but imperfectly performei, erowing 
outof the constant presence of small-pox, diphthe- 
ria, and scarlet fever in thecity. In arranging the 
details of vur_ preparation, the Health Commission- 
ers have consulted eminent specialists. and haye the 
full concurrence and approval of gentlemen recog- 
nized by the medical protession as expert bacteriol- 
ogists. They do not indicate a conviction on our 
part that we shall have cholera to deal with, but are 
prompted solely by a desire to be ready for any 
emegency which may arise. 

Our plan of action as regards an infected house is, 
I think, very thorough and complete. We shail 
promptly put it under police guard, remove to North 
Brother Island ali sick persons and those who have 
been exposed to the cholera contagiou; shall remove 
irom the apartments infectet every article which 
could contain or carry the gerims, and shall thor- 
oughly clean the house from top to bottom by the 
best methods known to science. 

As these ge ions are already made, and every. 
detail of the sysiem seems to be complete, 1 feel 
warranted in advisivg you that I do not consider the 
city at present iu danger from cholera, and that we 
heve no rezson to apprehend that if sporadic cases 
should ovcur they would in any instance pass be- 
yond control. There is, I think, more reason to fear 
a needless panic, which would disastrously affect 
the commercial interests of the city than an epi- 
demic which would perceptibly iucrease the cur- 
rent mortality.

Stn: The President has referred to me your letter 
of the Sth inst., stating the pre-ence in the port of 
New-York of cases of cholera among passeugers 
from Italy, and expressing appreLensions of mure 
such arrivals from Ltalian ports. 

While the health laws and regulations are matters 
of exclusive State and local jurisdictiou, yet the 
President being anxivus to lend any aid to sanitation 
in his power, I have addressed, by his direction, a 
personal note to the italian Minister at this capital, 
inviting his aid in procuring increased precantions 
and vigilance in the inspection of vessels clearing 
from Italy to the United States, and have sent by 
cable suggestions of a like tenor to our Minister at 
Rome. Yours very respectfully, T. F. BAYARD.

From the Britannia’s passen- 
gers on Hoffman Island five children have been 
sent to Hospital since my last report. Three were 
cases of measles, one a case of capillary bronchitis, 
and one a case of double ppeumonia.

and Elinora Movione, aged 8, died of pneumonia 
involving both lungs.

FOR THE PROTECTION OF BROADWAY. 

Morgan J. O’Brien, the Corporation Coun- 
sel, has appealed to the General Term of the 
Supreme Court frem Judge Donohue’s decision 
placing Broadway at the mercy of the Metro- 
politan Transit Company, and he will ask the 
Court to order a stay of proceedings pending a 
decision upon the appeal. November 18, at 
Albany, the Corporation Counsel will appear 
befors Attorney-General O'Brien upon an appli- 
cation to dissolve the Metropolitan Transit Com- 
pany, onthe ground that in several important 
respects it has failed to comply with the provi- 
sions of its articles of association and of its 
charter; also that its right to exercise in any 
way its corporate powers has ceased by reason 
of non-use and delay. Twenty vears have 
elapsed since the company submitted its articles 
of association to the special committee of the 
State, and 15 years since its charter was grant- 
ed. Yetithas not even begun to construct its 
road, though no legal proceedings against 1t 
were begun till a few months ago.

A WASHINGTON OBNTENARY. HIS LIFE THE SACRIFICE 


HOW SHALL THE ARRANGEMENTS FOR 
IT BE MADE? 

Members of the Chamber of Commerce 
are complaining that the call for a meeting of 
citizens at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel to-night, “‘to 
take preliminary steps looking to the centennial 
celebration here in 1889 of the inauguration of 
George Washington as first President,” ignores 
the fact that the celebration is already in the 
hands of a large committeo of citizens appoint- 
ed by the Chamber. They also say that tho 
members of this committee represent all im- 
portant interests; that they have signified their 
willingness to do what is required of them to 
make the celebration ao success; that at their 
request A. S. Hewitt introduced in the last Con- 


gress a concurrent resolution for the appoint- 
ment of a joint committee of Senators and Rep- 
resentatives to determina the character of the 
celebration; that this resolution failea for want 
of time, and that the committee will have a 
similar resolution introduced early in the next 
sexsion and pressed until it is passed. 

The Chamber of Commerce believes that 
Col. Peyton, of Haddonfield, N. J., is the active 
agent in calling to-nigit'’s meeting, which to the 
Chamber seems unnecessary in view of what 
has been done, and doubtful of reeeiving the 
support of the class of citizens that will have 
to be relied upon, in epice of the many well- 
known names attached to tha call. Now, it hap- 
pens that Col. Peyton takes a view of things 
that radically differs from that of the Chamber 
of Commerce. He does not believe that that 
body 1s the proper organization to undertake 
the arrangements, and he does not hesitate to 
Ray So. 

“The Legislature of the State of Tennessee 
four years ago,” said he yesterday, “ adopted a 
preawble and resolutions calling the attention 
of the Government and of the States to the im- 
portance of an appropriate celebration of the 
centenary. The plan, as mapped out, was to 
have the Govervors of the thirteen original 
States meet citizens of New-York, regardless of 
the municipal organizations or covernment, 
and unite with them to bring about a celebra 
tion worthy of themselves and the United 
States. The object uf the citizens’ meeting is 
to delocalize it and make itin every sense a 
national and international celebration. Thera 
is vo disposition to interfere with the Chamber 
ot Commerce or any organized body in the 
city: Itis expected that they would gladly co- 
operate with the thirteen original States, ‘he 
Chamber of Commerce appears to make no ar- 
rangements to work in unison with the Tennes- 
see plan.

“The 1876 Centenary. the Yorktown celehra- 
tion, and the recent Phiiadelphia Centenary 
were all carried out by the Governors’ plan. If 
this movement is started by any Chamber of 
Commerce in any city it will be ruined. If the 
Governors getintoit it will be a wonderful suc- 
cess.’ 
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BUYING BEECHER RELICS. 


THE SECOND DAY OF THE SALE NETS A 
HANDSOME RESULT. 

The sale of the Beecher collection was 
continued yesterday at the American Art Gal- 
leries. The attendance was large, but composed 
mainly of ladies. .The bidding, however, was as 
lively as could be desired, and a majority of the 
articles brought prices that fully represented 
their value, 

The day was devoted to European ceramics, 
miscellaneous glassware, furniture, curtains, 
draperies, &c., and antique Oriental rugs. Of 
these articles the best prices were realized by 


the rugs, which were contended -for by such 
bidders as Deacon 8S. V. White, William Hamil- 
ton Gibson, and Mrs. E. W. Ropes. Mr. White 
paid $100 for a camel’s hair Persian rug and 
$75 for an antique prayer rug of odd and bean- 
tiful design. Mrs. Ropes, by careful bids of a 
doliarin advance of her antagonist each time, 
became the happy possessor of two antique rugs 
for $102. 

Some splendid bargains were obtained in cur- 
tains and draperies, a pair of portitres of crim- 
son silk Turcoman velour with gold thread be- 
ing knocked down at $28. The samme might be 
said of the price paid for a pair of door curtains 
of garnet silk plush, very large and rich, which 
was the absurdly small sum of $10, Some 
spirited bidding was drawn forth by au Amster- 
dam high case clock, very hapdsomely carved, 
which finally went at $125. The other articles 
of furniture, which were mainly carved tables 
and cabinets, all brought good prices. Among 
the miscellaneous objects offered the most re- 
markable sum realized was that paid for an ink- 
stand of wrought bronze—$100. Considerable 
rivalry wasevinced by the ladies in tbeir en- 
deavors to secure some one of these articlea, 
which had no doubt enjoyed a more familiar 
place in Mr. Beecver’s daily life. 

Some high tigures were realized by a few of 
the European ceramics, and all of them brought 
good prices. A royal Berlin tea service of 
quaint and handsome design was sold at $127 50 
and a French porcelain set for $102 50.

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GUY B. SEELY SHOOTS HIM- 
SELF ON THE PALISALES. 
MORBIDLY SENSITIVE OVER AN AS- 
SIGNMENT—THE BODY NOT FOUND 

FOR SEVERAL DAYS. 


The body of Guy B. Seely was found on 
the Palisades, opposite One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-fifth-street, on Tuesday afternoon about 4 
o’clock, with a bullet-hole in the forehead just 
above the right eye. Mr. Seely was the senior 
rmoember vf the firm of Seely & Trowbridge, gen- 
eral commission merchants, with offices at 1 
Cotton Exchange. This firm did an extensive 
exporting business to London, Paris, South 
America, Norway, New-Zealand, and other for- 
eign countries. On Oct. 29 it made an 
assignment to 8S. L. Woodhouse, of 159 
Front-street. This reverse of fortune 
preyed heavily on the mind of Mr. Seely, who 
had always been particularly successful in his 
ventures prior to the time. He came daily to 
the office as before, and made some show of 
attending to business, but he was spiritless, 
downcast, and morbid. His partner and asavci- 
ates endeavored to cheer him up, but their 


efforts were useless. He regarded his assign- 
ment as a disgrace, and his sensitive nature 
shrank from the de:nands of the situation, 

Last Thursday morning he apyeared at the 
office, remained a short time, and went away at 
10:20 o’rlock, saying that he would go up town 
and look after a business matter. He did not 
return that day, but his partner, Mr. Trow- 
bridge, thought nothing of this, asit was not 
unusual. The next morning, however, Mr. See- 
ly’s wife sent word to the office that ber husband 
had not come home the night before and that 
she was anxious about him. Mr. Trowbridge, 
whose fears had been aroused by the morbidness 
of bis partner, at once instituted a search 
for the missing man, but without avail. 
This search continued fruitieas!y until yester- 
day morning, when a messenger from the 
Coroner of Bergen County, N. J., came tu the 
office of Seely & Trowbridge and reported that 
the body of a man had been found by some boys 
while guuningin the place aiready mentioned. 
In the pockets of the dead man's clothing were 
business lettera identifying him as Guy B, Seely. 
Everything about the body when found indi- 
cated deliberate suicide. The head lay on the 
coat, Which had been taken off and folded up as 
a pillow, the right band grasped a 32-calibre 
revolver, and the watch, money. and other valu- 
ables were untonched. The boys told the Cor- 
ouer of their discovery, and he took charge of 
the body and informed Mr. Trowbridge. The 
latter went at once to Englewood and identified 
the body. The corpse is still there, but will be 
bronght to New-York to-day for burial. 

Mr. Seely was about 42 vears of age, and he 
leaves three small children and a widow. The 
Jatter is a sisterof J. Parmly, of the firm 
of Willcox & Gibbs. Concerning the personal 
character of the deceased man his partner, 
George F. Trowbridge, said: “Mr. Serly was 
the most sensitive and honorable man I ever 
knew. When we assisned there was really no 
absolute necessity for such acourse. We were 
pinched for money on account of the long dis- 
tances over which our business was transacted, 
but we could have avoided an assignment for at 
least two months, and possibly altogether. Mr. 
Seely was so careful of our creditors’ 
interests, however, that he demanded an 
assiguinent for their pretection, and 
acquiesced. When we had once. taken 
this step he became hopelessly morbid. He felt 
that he was diagraced before the business coim- 
munity, and brooded over his misfortune, It 
unsettled his mind, and I haven't the slightest 
doubt that when he took his life he was insane, 
Overcome by his reverses he wandered out 
there in the woods, madea pillow of his coat, 
lay down on the ground and fired the bullet into 
his brain. He must have committed the deed on 
Thursday, directly after leaving the office. He 
was never known to have carried a pistol, and 
must bave purchased the weapon with the in- 
tent to commit suicide. He left no writing of 
any sort. aud sent no inesange to either his wife 
or children. The corpse is well preserved con- 
sidering the time that it must have lain in the 
woods, [had suspected for the last two weeks 
that Mr. Seely’s mind was unbaianced, and now 
Iam certain of it.” 

Mr. Seel¥ received his business training in the 
old Boston firm of George H. Gray & Danforth, 
of which he became the junior member. Later 
on he established the New-York firm of Seely & 
Howell, which was succeeded in 1884 by the 
present co-partnership of Seely & Trowbridge, 


SOLENTISTS IN .COUNCIL. 


INTERESTING PAPERS READ AND THE 
NATIONAL ACADEMY’S MEETING, 

The National Academy of Sciences was 
walled to order yesterday in Hamilton Hall, 
Columbia College, by Prof. O. C. Marsh, of Yale. 
Prof. J. D. Dana, of New-Haven, read a paper 
on “ Kilauea, a Basalt Volcand in the Sandwich 
Islands.” Prof. William A. Rogers, of Colby 
University, Waterville, Me., described his ob- 
servations on “The Behavior of Metals under 
Variations of Temperature.” He said that he 
had used bars of Chanson’s Sons’ glass, Jessun’s 
steel, and Batley’s metal, and had found that the 
percentage of expansion between any number 
of degrees followed a certain fixed ratio for 


each of these articles. Profs. A. M. Mayer, 
of Stevens Institute, Hobvien, N. J., and T. 
C. Mendenhall, Rose Polytecnic Institute, Terre 
Haute, Ind., took exceptions to some important 
points in the theory, declaring that he had 
fuiied to consider various conditions in his ex- 
periments that woull probaoly modify the re- 
sult. He exhibited his comparator for measur- 
jug the relations of length of metal bars at 
Various temperaiures, The invention of Prof, 
Royers is so cunstructed as to measure the 
hundredth of a millimeter apd was maue fer 
Dr. M. D. Ewell, of the Northwestern Univer- 
sity, Evanston, lil. The scientists present de- 
clared that the invention would prove very use- 
ful for experiments in piysics in the line of ex- 
ansion. Prof. O. N. Rood, of Columbia Col- 
exe, read a paper on ‘Color Contrast,” in 
which he related ,his experiments of the effect 
that colors and combinations of colors had on 
the nerves of the retina of the eye. 

The Academy, during the afternoon, attended 
the reception of President and Mra. Barnard at 
their residence on the college campus, At9 
o'clock the reception at Mrs, Henry Draper’s 
residence, 271 Madison-avenue, was held, and 
Prof. F. C. Pickering, of Harvard Observatory, 
read his paperon his investigations in stellar 
yhotography under the provisions of the Henry 

raper memorial fund. Among the scientists 
present were Prots, W. Gibbs and E. C. Pickering, 
of Harvard; G, J. Brush, E. 8.
